Lxcitement in Washington Over a Report 
Concerning the Income Tax,

AWAITING THE COURTS DECISION 


One Report Is That It Will Be De- 
clared Unconstitutional. 


IT MEANS $30,000,000 A 


The Treasury Department Believes$That 
the Law Will Be Sustained, and That 
the Deficit Will Be Small. 


YEAR 


Washington, April 5.—(Special.)—There 
was a report circulated today that a jus- 
tice of the suprems bench had _ notified 
President Cleveland that the income tax 
would be declared unconstitutional by 2 
vote of five to three. There was a good 
deal of excitement due to the report, for it 
seemed well founded. : 

The Constitution’s correspondent saw 
Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky, who spent 
gome time with the president today. The 
former did not believe that any justice 
jad reported such to be the case to the 
president and, moreover, felt morally cer- 
tain, he said, that the law would be sus- 
tained. The likelihood is that Justice Field 
insists on bringing in an adverse decision 
and that the majority of the bench are 
trying to choke him off. At the treasury 
department it is confidently believed that 
the supreme court will affirm the validity 
6f the income tax law, and that the returns 
from that tax will yield a sufficient sum 
before the close of. the current fiscal year 
to materially reduce the existing deficit. 
The law requires that payment of the in- 
come tax shall be made on or before July 
ist, and it is, therefore, expected that the 
bulk of the tax will be paid before the day 
named, which would bring such receipts 
within the present fiscal year. 

It f&$ estimated that the income tax will 
yield an aggregate of $30,000,000, and if two- 
thirds of that sum should be collected be- 
fore July ist the receipts for this fiscal year 
would be in the neighborhood of $334,000,000, 
calculating on the average monthly receipts 
for the past nine months, and excluding 
an -anticipated f#mcrease in duties upon 
sugar. If this anticipated increase of reve- 
nue shall be realized and the expenditures 
do not exceed during the remaining three 
months of the year the monthly average of 
. the preceding nine months the deficit may 
not exceed $29,000,000. 

Secretary Carlisle is hopeful that the 
steady improvement in business will ma- 
terially add to the average monthly re- 
ceipts frogi. cbstoms and internal revenue, 
and that Mie regate for the next three 
months from all sources, excluding the in- 
come tax, will equal if it does not exceed 
the expenditures for that period. In thaf 
event, assuming that $20,000,000 will be col- 
lected from the income tax, the deficit 
would be reduced to about $18,000,000, and 
the new fiscal_year would commence with 
an excellent prospect of showing a growing 
surplus each month. (

Nashville, Tenn., April 5.—(Special.)—W. 
O. Sheldon, republican, was this afternoon 
unseated and M. L. Gower, democrat, given 
the seat. The majority report was adopt- 
ed—il to 42—without discussion, as none of 
the republicans desired to make argument. 
- Six democrats—Messrs. Buford, Cooper, 
Flowers, Monteverde, Moore and Smartt— 
voted no. The bill regulating telephone

| Bills were introduced by Mr. Smith making 


it a felony to play baccarat; by Mr. Mes- | 
sick to prohibit bookmaking and pool sell- 
ing on any races. 

In the senate Mr. Webb offered a resolu- 
tion citing that the state superintendent of 
public instruction, Frank M. Smith, had 
made a cowardly and brutal assault on 
Senator Butler and was under indictment 
for the same and requesting Governor Tur- 
ney to suspend him pending investigation. 
The resolution lies over. A bill amending 
the: Memphis bond bill by striking out the 
proviso that they may be made payable in 
gold was rejected on a second reading.

Richmond, Va., April 5.—(Special.)--The 
Suggestion of The Washington Post of the 
policy of the democrats nominating a south- 
ern man for the presidency in 1896, attracts 
considerable attention among Virginia lead- 
ers of that party. Governor O’Ferrall, 
speaking on the subject today, said: “Of 
course, the southern democrats would Mat- 
urally like the idea of securing the place 
at the head of the ticket for one of their 
leaders.’” The time had come, he thought, 
when this course would be the politic one. 
Other equally prominent Virginia demo- 
crats take the same view. They think, 
however, that the second place on the 
ticket can be insisted upon for the south.

Washington, April 5.—The announcement 
is made that Great Britain will not in her 
present controversy with Nicaragua seek 
to acquire any part of the latter’s country. 
The British ministry of foreign affairs has 
within the pest forty-eiglit hours notified 
Mr. Bayard that Great Britain does not 
desire an inch of Nicaraguan territory. All 
she desires is that proper indemnity be 
paid to British Pro-Consul Hatch and other 
of her majesty’s subjects driven out of 
Bluefields during the troubles in the Mos- 

quito reservation last autumn. 


Meeting of Monometallists. 


‘London, April 5.—The Daily News learns 
that a private meeting of monometallists 
was held in London today. The object of 
the meeting wag to take steps to counter- 
act the agitation of the bimetallists. <A 
committee was appointed to consider means 
of preventing a change of the standard. 
Bertram Currie calicd the méeting and 
, took a conspicuous part in the proceedings. 
Among those present were Lords Farrer 
and Welby, Messrs. Bevan, Glynn and 
Hoare, bankers, and many other conspicu- 
ous financiers. 


Should Deposit Their Bonds. 
New York, April 5.—The following notice 
was issued today by the Borg Savannah 
and Western reorganization committee: 
“All Savannah and Western undeposited 


bonds or certificates fof bonds, other than 
those issued by the Central Trust Com- 
pany, should be turned into the Central 
Trust Company without delay for account 
of the committee, of which Simon Borg 
is chairman. All interests, including New 
York, Philadelphia tnd Baltimore, are now 
united in that committee and it is of import- 
ance to all security holders of this com- 
pany to act promptly by depositing their 
bonds or certificates of the Mercantile 
Trust Company with the Central Trust 
Company.”’ 


TO SAIL TO TURKISH WATERS 


And Prevent Americans from Being 
Massacred by the Turks. 

Washingtton, April 5.—Late last night 
Secretary Herbert cabled orders to <Ad- 
miral Kirkhead, of the flagship San Fran- 
cisco, now at Palermo, Sicily, to sail im- 
mediately for Smyrna, Asia Minor, and 
to have both vessels of his squadron visit 


_Alexandretta and Adana to confer with 


the United States consuls and resident 
American citizens, and if it is found that 
there are good’ grounds for the apprehen- 
sions expressed in those vicinities concern- 
ing the probable massacre of Christians, 
to intimate clearly to the responsible local 
authorities that the United States intends 
to afford full protection to American citi- 
zens in that territory under its treaty 
guarantees. 

At the same time a cablegram was sent 
to Captain O'Neil, of the cruiser Marble- 
head, at Gibraltar, ordering him to pro- 
ceed with dispatch to Beirut, Syria, and 
there report to the admiral. The San 
Francisco and Marblehead have both been 


coaled in the past few days and as their’ 


commanders received urgent orders this 
morning it is expected they will get under 
way immediately. The San Francisco, 
with her speed of twenty-one knots, should 
cover 800 miles in less than two days, and 
the Marblehead, having frequently main- 
tained seventeen’ knots, should run the en- 
tire length of the Mediterranean in four 
days, at the rate of 400 miles per day. This 
display of force in Turkish waters by the 
United States is declared at the state 
department to be due to unsatisfactory 
delays that result from diplomatic nego- 
tiations at Constantinople, 

Although instructions have been sent 
to Minister Terrell to warn the sultan 
of the-.fears of American missionaries in 
Smyrna and to demand that the Turkish 
government shall take steps to prevent 
outrages, it has been deemed advisable, 
in view of past experiences, to make as- 
surance for the protection of Americans 


doubly sure, 


EXPLOSION IN NEW ORLEANS. 


Two Buildings Demolished and Sev- 
eral Persons Killed. 


New Orleans, April 5.—-A terrible explosion 
occurred at 2 o’clock this morning in the 
grocery and shipchandlery of Charles J. 
Salathe, Decatur and Ursuline streets, oppo- 
site the lower end of the French market, 
entirely demolishing that and the adjoining 
saloon, Fishermen’s exchange, burying a 
number of people in the debris, which at 
once took fire. 

At the hour of the explosion the street in 
front was beginning to fill up with market 
people. A number of wagons were on De- 
catur street, and on the sidewalks and in 
the markets small knots of men were get- 
ting out their*goods and trading for their 
daily supplies. Their trade was cut short 
by a muffled sond that came from across 
the street and as they instinctively turned, 
expecting an explosion, the walls lifted and 
came down with a crash on all sides. 

The force of the explosion was terrible. 
Drivers were hurled from vehicles, and 
wares on market stands were blown to the 
four winds, The explosion is thought to 
have been caused by gun powder, twenty- 
five or thirty pounds of which is always 
kept on hand by Salathe for sale to hunters 
and fishermen who make headquarters in 
the Mgighborhood of the French market. 

The following people are Known to have 
been in two of the buildings at the time: 
Charles J. Salathe, wife, baby and two 
children, Eddie, aged ten, and Lily, aged 
five; Felix Regaud, barkeeper, eighteen 
years old; a boy who is a messenger; Emile 
Boulet, proprietor, and who slept over the 
saloon, and who escaped, and Joseph Grim- 
alde, a frequenter of the saloon, who is 
supposed to have been in there at the time; 
Constantine Itro, a fruit stand Keeper at 
the French market, Of these bodies Mr. and 
Mrs, Salathe, clasped in each other’s arms, 
have been recovered, also their infant. 
Emile Boulet and Constantine Itro were 
blown clear out into the street, but not 
much injured, The bodies of Felix Regaud 
and Joseph Grimalde are yet in the ruins. 

Addie Salathe, aged ten, and Lily, aged 
six, slept in a rear room over the grocery 
store and were saved. They were bruised 
but not seriously. It is believed that many 
more people are buried in the ruins besides 
the above list. Saloonkeeper Boulet says: 

“I ‘believe ere is a number of people 
buried in the ruins of the saloon as it was 
the custom of a number of persons employ- 
ed about the market to come into the‘saloon 
between midnight and the hour to go to 
work and sleep until the time to begin 
their labors. I have often seen ten or fifteen 
in there at one time.” 

The injured so far as known are: James 
Murphy, driver of a market wagon, was 
blown from his seat and struck violently 
against the breast, his right leg was se- 
verely lacerated; Charles Reis, stall keeper, 
seriously injured about the head and ren- 
dered unconscious; injuries very painful, but 
not necessarily dangerous. Dave Labae, a 
peddler, received a cut on the head. Charles 
Alballier, twelve years old, had his skull 
crushed. Lily and Eddie Sallathe, aged five 
and ten years, received slight injuries about 
the head, Constantine Itro, thirty-five years 
old, who runs a fish stand, had his head 
crushed, J. Vallenti, stand keeper at the 
fish market, was caught under a falling 
wall and sustained several injuries about 
the head. The twelve-year-old son of Frank 
Alballia, who was sitting on a wagon in 
front of the Fishermen’s exchange, received 
a severe cut on the head. He will recover. 

When the firemen reached the scene they 
found the flames creeping out from all 
quarters under the debris. Water was pump- 
ed on the debris and a large force of men 
started to work to clear it away over where 
it was supposed the bodies lay. 

Aarchbishop Janssen and a number of his 
clergy were among the first on the scene. 
The explosion was distinctly heard at the 
diocesan house only a few blocks away, and 
they hastened to the spot to render what 
assistance they could. 

The bodies of Felix Ricaud, barkeeper, 
and James Edwards have been recovered 
from the ruins of the explosion. Edwards 
is an oyster luggerman and is supposed to 
have been sitting in front of the saloon 
when the explosion occurred. This makes 
six bodies so far recovered. The work of 
searching the ruins is still going on.

The origin of the explosion is a rey 
tery. The premises were lighted by ities 
and a small light was left burning in 
the store at hight. The powder which ex- 
ploded was kept in two kegs of twenty-five 
pounds each, and was usually kept in an 
ice box. The clerk says the powder was 
left under the counter last night.

ARevenue Cutter, the McLane, Is Watch- 
ing for Filibusters,

THEY HAVE BOUGHT A FAST SCHOONER 


She Is at Tampa, Prepared for a 
Speedy Run. 


ONE PARTY IS THERE READY TO G0 


Another Crowd Is at Key Weat—Spanish 
Troops Reported Deteatedin a Bat- 
tle—Sympathy in This Country. 


New York, April 5.—A Herald special from 
Key West, Fla., says: “The anxiety of 
the Spanish consul over the departure of 
the revenue stzamer “McLane, news of 
wiich was telegraphed yesterday, proves 
to have been well grounded. Information 
from the most authentic source states that 
the Cuban revolutionists have just pur- 
chased a schooner in Tampa, Fla., which 
will convey an expedition to the Cuban 
coast. The vessel is about ten tons burden 
and a fast sailer, and has-since the pur- 
chase been hauled abreast the City of 
Tampa to huve her bottom cleaned and re- 
pairs made. She has been documented in 
the name of a fictitious owner and it is an- 
nounced that she will be employed in car- 
rying excursions in the harbor. 

“The plan outlined contemplates that the 


f expedition will leave Tampa and run down 


the west coast of Florida, enter one of the 
numerous channels, pick up the Key West 
contingent, one of the keys in this vicinity, 
and then square off for the Cuban coast. 
Among those mentioned to accompany the 
expedition, besides Secretary Quesada, are 
several well known filibusters. One was 
in the Virginias expedition of 1873, and his 
youthfulness only saved him from execu- 
tion. Another accompanied Aguer in 1884. 

“Should the expedition succeed in evad- 
ing the vigilance of the Tampa authorities 
officials here expect to intercept it before 
it leaves Florida waters. To this end the 
revenue steamer McLane is wanted to be 
kept in readiness to act in concert with 
sevéral sail vessels which have been con- 
stantly employed patrolling the coast. The 
date of sailing is not positively known, but 
it is believed it was determined in the 
Jacksonville conference yesterday. 

‘“‘News has been received here from Cuba 
that a battle has been fought between the 
government troops and the insurgent forces 
near Guanajag, in the province of Pina del 
Rio. It is reported that the government 
troops were defeated.” 


TO FURTHER COMPLICATE MATTERS 


Will Be Asked to Explain Why They 
Attended a Sympathetic Meeting. 
Washington, April 5.—The presence of 

United States officials at the mass meeting 

at Jacksonville, Fla., last night, at which 

resolutions were adopted sympathizing with 
the Cuban revolutionists, has attracted 
much attention in official circles here, and 
is likely to further complicate the already 
confused relations between the United 

States and Spain. 

Attorney General Olney was asked as to 
the propriety of two prominent officials of 
the department of justice—Marshal McKay 


and United States Attorney Clark—attend- 


ing the meeting. He said he was not pre- 
pared to express an opinion on the subject, 
as the matter would probably be brought 
to his attention for official action. It is 
learned, however, from high official sources 
in the state department that the presence 
of federal officials at the meeting is re- 
garded as a serious breach of official eti- 
quette. As an official put it, “The United 
States is at peace witn Spain, and our Tre 
lations with her are amicable. The federal 
officials of Florida represent the dignity and 
power of the United States, not the state 
sovereignty of Florida, and as such their 
presence at the meeting in sympathy with 
the enemies of Spain can only be construed 
as an unfriendly condition of our feelings 
towards Spain. Of course the United States 
entertains no such sentiment as a nation, 
and will disclaim it.? 

Until the matter is officially brought to 
the attention of the United States, through 
regular diplomatic channels it is not prcoba- 
ble that the federal officials will be called 
to account, and not then until they have 
had an opportunity to explain their pres- 
ence, 

What the Officials Say. . 

Jacksonville, Fla,, April 5.—District At-. 
torney Clark and United States Marshal 
McKay, when shown the dispatch from 
Washington stating that Attorney General 
Olney would demand an explanation of 
their presence, said they did not think that 
they had violated any of the propriteies, 
They stated that they attended the meeting 
merely out of idle curiosity, and took no 
part in the proceedings whatever. They 
say they. did not vote on the resolutions 
that were adopted, 

In reference to the latter statement that 
Attorney General Olney had received in- 
formation that the officials did not attend 
the meeting, it is necessary to say that: if 
he (Olney) has received such information it 
is absolutely false. Messrs. Clark and Mc- 
Kay were at the meeting and hundreds saw 
them, They do not deny that they were 
present, and they came to the Southern As 
sociated Press agent this afternoon to ex- 
plain their presence, which explanation 
is given in the beginning of this dspatch, 

In the report of the meeting sent out last 
night it was not stated that Attorney 
Clark and Marshal McKay took part in 
the proceedings, in the sense of making 
speeches, Their presence wag simply not- 
ed, as was that of other prominent citizens 
of Jacksonville. It would be interesting to 
know who is Olney’s authority for the 
statement that neither Clark nor McKay 
was at the meeting. “ 


THOUGHT TO BE FOR CUBANS. 


Arms and Ammunition on Board | the 
Steamer Alene. 


New York, April 5.—Information reached 
the Spanish consul that a big lot of arms 
and ammunition destined for the use of 
the revolutionists in Cuba would be shipped 
from this port tomorrow. This informa- 
tion was transmitted to Collector Kilbreth 
with the request from the consul that he 
prevent such shipment if possible. Detec- 
tives went to work on the matter. In a 
few hours they reported that they had dis- 
covered that 1,000 stand of arms and half a 
million cartridges had been put aboard the 
Atlas line steamer Alene, loading at pler 56, 
North river. They also reported that the 
arms and ammunition were destined for 
Colombia. The Alene sails tomorrow. Col- 
lector Kilbreth found that he could not pre- 


vent the arms fragn going out, as they are 


| not shipped to Cuba. The Spanish officials 
here feel sure the rifles and cartridges will 
eventually reach the revolutionists’ hands.

HANOTAUX’S ADVICE 


To the French Senators to Abstain 
from Imprudent Statements. 

Paris, April 5.—M. Hanotaux, minister of 
foreign affairs, spoke in the senate this 
evening coucerning Sir Edward Grey’s 
statement in the house of commons last 
week. The debate in the commons as to 
the British and Egyptian sphere of influ- 
ence in Africa, he said, had astonished him. 
France opposed decidedly the pretensions 
of the Royal Niger Company, which aimed 
to monopolize trade in a vast region. The 
negotiations as to the territory affected by 
the company’s claim were now in progress. 
As to the Upper Nile region, France de- 
manded that England state her claims ex- 
plieitly. France would reserve her deci- 
sion and liberty of action pending Eng- 
land’s reply. It was advisable to abstain 
from imprudent statements. France would 
maintain her plain rights. He preferred, 
however, not to make any affirmation like- 
ly to hinder the present negotiations. He 
was convinced that when the time of deci- 
sion should come the two great nations 
would find means of reconciling their inter- 
ests with those of civilization and progress. 


English Comment on the Speech. 


London, April 5.—-The Daily News will 
have tomorrow a colorless editorial on M. 
Hanotaux’s statement in the French Sen- 
ate. “Everything considered,”’ it will say, 
“nothing has been said in either parlia- 
ment that is likely to retard the agreement. 
We regret that M. Hanotaux did not dis- 
avow the hostility shown by the French 
Chauvinists.”’ Finally “The News urges 
that delays are dangerous in diplomacy 
as elsewhere, 

The Standard will say tomorrow: 

““M. Hanotaux’s speech was moderate 
and courteous, but did not relieve the 
strain. In some respects it rather accent- 
uates the points of difference. His silence 
as to the French expedition to the Nile 
valley could have been accounted for, al- 
though the subject cannot be treated as 
immaterial. We hope that communication 
will be resumed speedily and that the Nile 
and Niger expeditions, which can only be 
regarded as barriers to a friendly setile- 
ment, will be recalled.” 

The Times will say: 

‘We acknowledge with pleasure M. Hano- 
taux’s moderation and evident desire to 
avoid placing obstacles in the way of 
friendly discussions. We must regret, how- 
ever, that no corrective was applied to 
the inflammatory statements of the press.’’ 


CHINA SAYS IF 38 TOO MUCH. 


She Objects to the Cession of Port 
Arthur to Japan. 

London, April 5.—A Central News dis- 
patch from Shanghai says it is reported on 
good authority that the principal condi- 
tions of peace include the independence of 
Corea, the payment of an indemnity of 
400,000,000 yen and the cession to Japan of 
Formosa and Liao Tung, including Port 
Arthur. The last mentioned condition of 
the cession of Laio Tung and Port Arthur 
is objected to by China. 


WENT DOWN WITH THE TRESTLE, 


Bad Accident on a Railread in Olo. 
Three Men ti*hked. 

Zanesville, O., April. 5:-At Whigville, 
five miles west of Summerfield, on the 
Bellaire, Zanesville and Cincinnati rail- 
way, an awful wreck took place this morn- 
ing. A coach on the west bound passenger 
train jumped the track just before reaching 
the trestle which spans a small stream. 
The structure is built on a curve, and 
the coach, after running along the ties un- 
til almost across it, dragged the engine 
from the rails and the trestle went down. 
The engineer and fireman both remained 
at their posts. The former was instantly 
killed and the latter badly injured. The 
engineer was Eli Lucas, of this city. The 
wife and several children survive him. The 
killed are: 

ELI LUCAS, of this city, 
two children survive him. 

HENRY BROWN, of Brownsville, and 
Mrs. Nathan Brown and an infant daugh- 
ter-who were moving to this city from 
Summerfield. 

Nathan Brown, husband of the wo- 
man who was killed, had his foot badly 
mashed. 

Others: injured are: Joseph Dennon, of 
Barnesville, O., and Frank Hillard, of 
Summerfield, O. Fireman Jones is badly 
mangled. It is now believed all three 
will die.

FOUR TRAMPS KILLED.

Seventy-Five of Them Stealing a 
Ride on a Train. 

Alton, Iil., April 5.—Four tramps were 
instantly killed and fifteen others badly in- 
jured in a freight train wreck on the Chi- 
cago and Alton railroad fiear here this 
morning. It is thought the wreck was 
caused by a broken truck, which allowed 
a dozen cars to pile In a heap. It is esti- 
mated that over seventy-five trhmps were 
stealing a ride on the train. When taken 
out four of them were dead. The injured 
men were brought to the hospital.in this 
city and the inquest held at East Alton. 

At the inquest this afternoon the names 
of two of the men killed were found to be 
David Heffley, Watertown, Wis., and Frank 
Harriman, Philadelphia, Pa. The injured 
men hail from points in Ohio, Kansas, 
Minnesota, Illinois, Texas, Massachusetts, 
New York and Germany. Several of them 
_ not expected to live through another 

ay. 


Suicide in New Orleans 

New Orleans, April 5:—Harry Ales, a na- 
tive of Brooklyn, N. Y., committed suicide 
this afternoon by shooting himself. Tie had 
been a private in the United States marine 
service the past five years and was hon- 
orably discharged from the man-of-war 
Montgomery on April ist. He came here 
and spent what money he had. This morn- 
ing he sent a telegram to his wife asking 
her to send him $15. He received no reply 
and, therefore, decided to end a miserable 
existence.

WILDE IN A CELL. 


The Sunflower Villain Is Arrested and 
Will Be Prosecuted. 


QUEENSBERRY'S CHARGE WAS TRUE 


He Is Acquitted by the Jury and 
Cheered by the Audience. 


THE MARQUIS THREATENS OSCAR 


Plays of Which Wilde Is the Author Are 
to Be Withdrawn-— His. Name 
Taken from the Bills. 


Londo1, April 5.—The case of Oscar 
Wilde against the marquis of Queensberry 
for libel was brought to a close this morn- 
ing in a verdict in favor of the defendant, 

The jury found not only that the defend- 
ant was not guilty of libel, but in a sub- 
sidiary verdict declared that the marquis 
of Queensberry’s charges were true and had 
been made for the public good. 

Old Bailey courtroom was crowded al- 
most to suffocation this morning when Mr. 
Carson resumed his speech in behalf of the 
It would be his 
painful duty, he said, to put upon the wit- 
ness stand men who would speak freely of 
the nature of their connection with the 
plaintiff, Wilde. The ages of these men 
have varied from eighteen tostwenty-five 
years. They were of a class of servants, 
valets, etc., not belonging to Wilde’s sta- 
tion in life, nor interested in literature or 
art, yet they addressed this distinguished 
dramatist by his Christian name, “Oscar,” 
he in turn calling them ‘‘Charley,”’ “Fred; 
Gy, etc. 

Proposition of Oscar’s Counsel. 

Sir. Kaward Clarke intcrrupted Carson 
and said he had undertaken great responsi- 
bility in defending Wilde against the 
charges made against him by the marquis 
of Queensberry. In regard to the literature 
which Wilde had published and upon which 
Mr, Carson had questioned him, he (Sir Ea- 
ward) had come to the painful conclusion 
that it could not .be expected that the jury 
would find a verdict of guilty on the actual 
words used by the defendant. He 
tad consulted with Wilde in the 
interim of the adjournment of court, 
and in order to save the court the painful 
details connected with the rest of the case 
he was prepared to accept a verdict of the 
jury in regard to Wilde’s literature, 

The judge interposed and said if the jury 
were satisfied in agreeing upon a verdict 
on one point of the case they must return 
a@ verdict of guilty or not guilty as regards 
the entire case, 

The jury then rendered a verdict of not 
guilty, to which Sir Edward Clarke assent- 
ed, and supplemented their verdict with the 
declaration that the charges made by tne 
defendant against Wilde, which constituted 
the libel complained of, were true, and that 
they-had.been made in the public interest. 

When the verdict was rendered the mar- 


quis of Queensberry left the dock amid loud © 


cheers, 

The judge granted an order requiring 
Wilde to pay costs of defense, 

Mr. Wilde was not in court this morning. 
Wilde and a companion drove from Olid 
Bailey to Holborn hotel, where they were 
joined soon afterwards by Lord Alfred 
Douglas and a companion, The four took 
luncheon together in a private room, Wilde's 
carriage remaining in front of the hotel, 

Wilde’s Statement in The News, 

The Evening News has received the fol- 
lowing letter from Oscar Wilde, written 
upon note paper of the Holborn Viaduct 
hotel: 

“It would have been impossible for me to 
have proved my case without putting Lord 
Alfred Douglas in the witness box against 
his father. He was extremely anxious to 
g0O into the witness box, but I wouid not 
let him. Rather than put him in so painful 
a position I determined to withdraw from 
the case and bear upon my own shoulders 
whatever ignominy and shame might result 
from my prosecution of the marquis of 
Queensberry, OSCAR WILDE.” 

The Westminster Gazette says: 

“Mr. Wilde hurriedly left the building 
during Sir Edward Clarke’s statement, A 
warrant for his arrest has not yet been ap- 
plied for.” 

At 3:36 o’clock this afternoon a solicitor 
whose name is not given applied at Bow 
street police station and obtained a warrant 
for immediate action. The court officers re- 
fused to give the name of the person upon 
whom the warrant is to be served, 

Queensberry’s Message to Wilde. 

In an interview this afternoon the mar- 
quis of Queensberry said to a representative 
of the United Press: 

“i have sent this message to Wilde: 

“if the country allows you fo leave, all 
the better for the country, but if you take 
my son with you, I will follow you wherev- 
er you go and shoot you.’ ” 

Sworn informations have been lodged 
against several persons mentioned in the 
trial, some of whose names were not made 
public, and the civil officers are only await- 
ing the authority of the treasury depart- 
ment to make the arrests, 


Arrest of Wilde. 

After lunching at the Holborn hotel 
Wilde went to the Westminster bank, 
where he drew out the funds to his ac- 
count. He was constantly shadowed. He 
returned to the hotel, Accompanied by Lord 
Alfred Douglas only. Remaining a few 
minutes, they drove “Mo Ely place and. 
thence to the Cadogan hotel, where they 
vanished for the time, and the police issued 
descriptions of Wilde, spreading them all 
over the city. Later he was found in the 
Cadogan hotel, taken to Scotland Yard and 
placed in a cell at the Bow street station. 

Before being locked up the charge indi. 
cated by his testimony in court was read. 
to him. He stood with his hand in his 
pockets, silent and apparently unconcerned. 
The warrant for Wilde’s arrest was pro- 
cured by Mr. Lewis, solicitor of the treas- 
ury. 

One of the managers of the Haymarket 
theater, where one of Wilde’s plays is run- 
ning, in reply to the question how the re- 
sult of the case would affect future busi- 
ness, said he would rather not express an 
opinion. He would say, however, that Mr. 
Wilde’s name had been taken out of the 
bills and advertisements of ‘“‘An Ideal Hus- 
band,” and from this the public could form 
its own conclusions, 

‘Mr George Alexander, manager of the 
St. James theater, where Oscar Wilde’s 
play, ‘““‘The Importance of Being Earnest,”’ 
is running, said: 

“When the scandal was first rumored 
business here was slightly affected, but it 
is now normal. Mr. Wilde’s name has been 
withdrawn from the bills and advertise- 
ments of his comedy, which is the most 
innocent play in the world, It does not 
contain a line that could hurt the most ten- 
der susceptibility.’’ 

He said also that the play would be kept 
on the stage pending the public verdict. 
If he should be compelled to withdraw it 
some 150 persons would be thrown out of 
work, as he had nothing ready to replace 
it with. |

All their printing contracts have been can- 
celed in order .to admit of these changes 
being made in the advertisements also. No 
change -will be made in the play itself, 
however, as the management of the Lyceum 
rg that it is a clearly wholesome produc- 
tion. 


Rose Coghlan Will Drop Oscar’s Play. 


Detroit, Mich., April 5.—Mr. Leslie, the 
manager of Miss Rose Coghlan, who has 
been playing Oscar Wilde’s “A Woman of 
No Importance” here this week, was asked 
this evening if the play would be shelved be- 
cause of the scandal affecting Wilde. He 
Said it would be impossible, under the con- 
tract to take Wilde’s name off the play 
bills and out of advertisements of “A Wo- 
man of No Importance” and, therefore, 
it had been decided that the play should be 
taken out of Miss Coghlan’s repertoire. 


KILLED IN HIS WIFE’S ARMS. 


Two Barbers Draw Pistols and One 
Man Is Shot. 


Jacksonville, Fla., April 5.—(Special.)— 
Clem L. Decker was fatally shot here to- 
night at 10:30 o’clock by Charles M. Kauf- 
man. Mrs. Decker was present and near 
her husband and the blood from his death 
wound spurted all over her. 

The shooting occurred in a barber shop 
on Bay street, which was conducted by 
the two men. They were settling up the 
accounts for the day when a quarrel arose 
about some trivial matter. Decker cursed 
Kaufman and advanced on him in a 
threatening manner. Kaufman retreated 
and drew a pistol, ordering Decker to 
stop. 

Mrs. Decker sprang at Kaufman and 
seized the pistol. Kaufman wrenched the 
pistol from the woman and fired just as 
her husband sprang upon him. The bul- 
let struck Decker in the left breast, mak- 
ing a fatal wound. He bore Kaufman down, 
however, and when Officer Hitchcock came 
in a moment later, he found Decker, Mrs. 
Decker and Kaufman struggling on the 
floor. Mrs. Decker was so stained by her 
husband’s blood that the officer thought 
she had been shot. ; 

Physicians say Decker will die before 
morning. He came tere several years 
ago from Findlay, O., and has accumulated 
considerable property. Only a few weeks 
ago he was forced to wed Mrs. Decker 
by her father who thought his daughter's 
honor demanded the step. Mr. Decker was 
then a pretty young widow and prominent 
socially and ther forced marriage to a 
barber created a sensation: 


TRAIN ROBBER KILLED, 


Marshal Medsen and His Men Fight a 
Gang. 

Hennessey, O. T., April 5—A desperate 
fight took place between Marshal Medsen’s 
deputies and five of the Rock Island train 
robbers, at Cimarron, five miles west of 
here, last evening. One of the robbers was 
killed and another wounded. The leaders 
of the robbery were Charles Bailey and 
Hyp Wyatt, of Ingalls. They were recog- 
nized by ex-United States Marshal Grimes, 
who was a passenger on the train. They 
were formerly prisoners in his custody 
and greeted him courteously. The others 
were evidently local thieves from King- 
fisher. The robbers were taken unawares 
and fired at random at their assailants, 
not one of the shots taking effect. The 
robbers then took to the brush and the 
marshal was sent to cut off all avenues 
of escape. The dead man was identified 
as Rattlesnake Bill, a notorious territory 
outlaw. His body was brought into Hen- 
nessey. At first the dead man was supposed 
to be Sylvia, an escaped train robber, 
wanted for other holdups, but it was later 
learned that Sylva is in Texas.

New England Mill Men Neyer Imagined 
the Extent of Southern Manufactures. 


THEY INSPECT MANY FACTORIES 


A Visit Paid to the Vanderbilt Estate 
Above Asheville. 


TAKING NOTES ON WHAT THEY SEE 


Soutbern Manutacturers and Cotton Mill 
Employes Favorably Impress the Bos- 
tonians, Who Are Practical Men. 


Charlotte, N. C., April 5.—The Massachu- 
Setts mill committee has completed its in- 
spection of the four largest mills in South 
Carolina and arrived in Charlotte tonight 
on its way to Columbia, 8S. C., and Aus 
gusta, Ga. The committee continue to find 
very much that is of interest, and freely 
express themselves as pleased with the con. 
ditions that exist in the south. 

It was the desire of several of the party 
while in this territory to visit Asheville, 
N. C., and the Southern railway extended. 
a cordial invitation ‘to the committee to 
visit that resort. 

The special arrived in Asheville at mid- 
night and bright and early this morning the 
party went to the Battery Park hotel for 
an early. breakfast and on the way up 
caught an impression of Asheville. From 
the hotel the party went on its special 
train to Biltmore, which is proposed to be 
the most magnificent residential estate in 
existence. The millions of Mr. George W. 
Vanderbilt that have already been spent 
in the building of this property are mani- 
fest on every side. There are about 500 
hands employed on the estate at this time 
and the work on the palatial residence is 
being pushed in order that Mr. Vanderbilt 
may be able to eat his Christmas dinner 
in it. The mill men did not have ever an 
hour to spend at Biltmore, but in that time, 
through the courtesy of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
representative, were shown through the 
premises, which when completed will have 
cost considerably over $5,000,000, the total es- 
tate with its hundreds of thousands of acres 
of land costing double that. There seems to 
be no limit to the improvements proposed 
by Mr. Vanderbilt, and Asheville and that 
section is deriving considerable revenue 
from his work. 

The party made a quick trip back to Spar- 
tanburg, where, through the courtesy of 
President Montgomery, the operations of 
the Spartan mills were shown. These mills 
operate 32,162 spindles and 1,100 looms, with 
650 operatives. The party then went to 
Clifton, where the oldest of the large South 
Carolina mills is built. Fourteen years ago 
Mr. D. E. Converse started out with a 
seven-thousand spindle factory, which has 
in the meanwhile been enlarged by the ad- 
ditioh of another mil) to 51,000 spindles and 
added to this the Clifton Manufacturing 
Company is at work upon an éntirely hew 
mill which will operate 30,000 spindles. At 
Glendale the D. E. Converse Manufactur- 
ing Company operates a seventeen-thou.- 
Sand spindie factory. At all of these mills 
sheetings, shirtings and drills are most 
profitable. 

The mill committee, which,is bent upon 
gathering all the information it can, does 
not have much to say, but is fulfilling its 
mission in gecting all of the data it can 
and as the mill owners are practical busi- 
nessness men, they are not taking a one- 
sided view of the situation. Most of the 
committee are preparing notes upon the 
conditions existing in the mills they have 
visited which are representative of those in 
this section. 

Mr. BH. St. John, vice president of the 
Seaboard Air-Line, and to whom is due 
very much of the success of the undertak- 
ing of having this inspection of the south- 
ern mill territory, will join the party at 
Columbia, where the morning will be spent. 
President R. C. Hoffman will also join the 
party at Columbia. Mr. O. H. Simpson, of 
Boston, who is largely interested in south- 
ern cotton mills, joined the party at Spar- 
tanburg today. Mr. C. W. Amory, who has 
been with the party up to this time, re- 
turned to Boston from Asheville on account 
of his indisposition. Mr. Fred Oliver, presi- 
dent of the Charlotte Oil and Fertilizer 
Company kft the party at Charlotte. Mr. 
William C. Lovering, who is president of 
the Arkwright Club, of Boston, and one of 
the largest mill men in the east, and who 
is in charge of the party, tonight said to 
the correspondent of The News and Courier, 
in reference to the trip: 

“‘We have a'ready visited mills represent- 
ing several hundred thousand spMdles, 
most of them working on the same class of 
gaods, namely, standard sheetings and 
drills. As a rule, they were all making 
fair goods and it is evident that they have 
been able to market fhem at a profit dur-« 
ing the iast year, while some of the north- 
ern mills have on similar goods made but 
little or no profit. We continue to be im« 
pressed by the appearance of the operatives, 
who seem t@® be vigorous and earnest in 
their work.”’

Washington, April 5.—Comptroller Echols 
today closed up the City National bank, of 
Fcrt Worth, Tex., and placed Bank Ex- 
aminer McDonald in charge.

Goods and Groceries. 

New York, April 5.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“The appearance of more settled weather 
together with the continued strength of 
cotton, stimulating manufacturers to de- 
mand higher prices for fall delivery; rains 
in northwestern wheat regions, where 
greatly needed, further increases in wages 
of industrial employes, heaviest shipments 
of wheat aboard, and the rush of fhe 
volume of the week’s bank clearings above 
the $18,000,000,000 mark, are evidences of the 
continuation of a better feeling in trade 
circles and returning confidence in many 
lines of business, 

‘“‘Rather less of improvement in feeling 
of business and volume of distribution of 
merchandise has béen felt at the south pro- 
portionately, during the past few weeks. 
than elsewhere, the central, western and 
some eastern industrial. and commercial 
centers continuing to report relatively the 
greatest increases in demand and prospects 
Trade has been fair at Charleston, where 
the demand is relatively best for phos- 
phates, and there is improvement at Mem- 
phis and Nashville under the weather 
stimulus. No change is reported from Au. 
gusta;- at Savannah, business is quiet. 
except for naval stores, while at Jackson- 
ville the volume of trade has decreased. 

“There is a better request for dry goods, 
shoes and groceries at Atlanta, where one 
cotton mill is doubling its- capacity. Re- 
ports from Birmingham and from Chatta- 
nooga are in contrast, the former failing 
to record special improvement, while Chat- 
tanooga refers to gains in several lines. 
Wholesale business at New Orleans and at 
Galveston shows moderate improvement. 
dry goods and groceries receiving, perhaps, 
most attention.’’ ‘ 

What Dun & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade 
tomorrow will. say: 

“Returns of the highest importance this 
week show a gain of retail trade in 
March throughout the country and the dis- 
tribution of goods to final consumers in 
comparison with the same months in 1894 
and 1893. While the returns cannot be con- 
densed into a single comparison, and in 
view of widely differing conditions in differ. 
ent sections and branches, might in that 
form be less useful, there is gratifying evi- 
dence that in most trades and districts 
marked improvement over 1894 is realized. 
though, on the whole, trade is smaller than 
in 1893. 

“The best news from the industries is 
that labor bara have been settled or 
avoided, Mafioning iron and eastern wool- 
en mills being again in active operation.

| VALDOSTA VIBWED. | 


A Wonderfnt Revelation in Progress 
and Building. 


COL PENDLETON POINTS WITH PRIDE 


To the Rising Frames in All Sections 
of the City. 


MR. C. B, PEEPLES GROWS ELOQUENT 


In Describing, Especially for The Consti- 
tution, the Thri(t, the Boterprise and 
the Vim of Valdosta. 


Valdosta, Ga,, April 6.—(Staff Correspond- 
ence The Constitution.)—To any one visiting 
this section just now, Valdosta will be a 
surprise. 

The surprise will be in the nature of new 
brick blocks, of expensive houses in course 
of erection on all sides, of prosperous manu- 
facturing enterprises, and of genuine rail- 
road building. 

Over the City. 

In company with Colonel Charles Pendle- 
ton, the able and successful editor of The 
Times,“I had an opportunity of looking 
into these evidences of progress. There are 
in course of erection about fifteen houses 
fit to adorn Peachtree street, besides about 
forty houses of less pretension. In riding 
around there may be seen as many as fifty 
other houses, now occupied, whose spick and 
span appearance indicates at once that they 
have been built within the past year, And 
even the houses which are old have been 
remodeled and: repaired until they might 
almost be taken for new. The sound of the 
hammer and the saw does not remind one 
s0 much of improvement in an old city as 
it does of the building of a new city, such 
as has been seen in the west. 

“This development of building,’”’ said Col- 
onel Pendleton, “is only to be explained by 
the fact that our people have been saving 
their. money, until the banks were overflow- 
ing with deposits. First one citizen deter- 
mined to build a modern style home, and 
then his neighbor resolved not to be .out- 
done, and he, too, studied out plans, and the 
result is, that as you stand upon any of the 
eminences around and look over the city, 
you will see the new frames dotting the 
view on all sides, We have a rich county 
to begin with. Years ago the farmers of 
Lowndes planted the upland cotton. From 
this they gradually drifted into the cultiva- 
tion of sea islands, and the experiment 
proving successful, it progressed until now 
sea island is grown probably as far north 
as fifty miles. This cotton, which costs but 
little more in preparation for market, is 
limited in area of production. It is used in 
the manufacture of threads and for mixing 
with silks, The limited amount thus raised, 
and the necessity for its use in'the highest 
grades of goods, always brought a price in 
market two or three times that paid for 
upland, The planters of Lowndes county 
Starting with this advantage, always had 
money, so that not only many of them got 
rich, but their trade in Valdosta was such 
as to enrich those who had them for custo- 
mers. Then came the turpentine men, who 
covered all this county, é¢xtracting from 
our pines an article of commerce always in 
active demand, and bringing immense sums 
of money into the county, which was paid 
out to employes, who further circulated it 
for supplies. 

Settled in Valdosta. 

“Many of these wealthy turpentine dis- 
tillers, having to live in the woods to watch 
over their business, settled their families 
in Valdosta, for advantages of society and 
of schools. This gave us a desirable acces- 
sion to our population, who entered into 
every movement which good citizenship 
suggested for the advancement of the city. 
The sawmill men, lke the turpentine men, 
found Valdosta to be a convenient and 
pleasant home. Then we were until recently 
comparatively isolated, as we had no north 
and south railroad, such as the Georgia 
Southern and Florida now gives us. Only 
that section of the state in which Savannah 
is situated was directly accessible to us, 
In this way we were growing steadily while 
the mass of the people of the state heard 
nothing about us, The connection which the 
Georgia Southern and Florida gave us with 
the middle and northern portions of the 
state opened up great possibilities to us, 
Our people, who had all this time been 
making money and saving it, have taken a 
notion to spend it, and that explains why 
so much building is going on just now. 

‘We have,” continued Colonel Pendleton, 
“three banks of excellent standing. There is 
the Merchants’ bank, R. Y, Lane, president, 
with a capital stock of $100,000 and a surplus 
of $40,000; the First National, D. C, Ashley, 
president, capital stock $50,000 and $15,000 
surplus, and the Citizens’ bank, John I. 
Lewis, president, capital stock $100,000, all 
paying 8 per cent dividends, and having 
deposit accounts probably equal to their 
stock. This shows that the cash is in the 
county, There is, in addition to these, an 
investment company with a capital stock 
of $50,000, upon which 8 per cent interest is 
paid. Our mill men have more orders than 
they can fill for building material, a state 
of things you will not often meet with, 
Among our new enterprises is a guano fac- 
tory, with a plant of $100,000, every cent 
of which was furnished by three residents 
of Valdosta. While railroad men estimate 
that the guano trade in Georgia and South 
Carolina has fallen off 66 per cent, yet our 
factory has disposed of every pound of its 
product. 

Cattle and Hogs. 

*Valdosta bids fair, far south as she is, 
to lead off in the matter of hog exports. The 
raising of hogs within the past few years 
has received great attention, to such an 
extent that Colonel E, W. Bentley has és- 
tablished a cold storage system here, and 
has an establishment in which every prod- 
uct of the hog is utilized. He packs the prod- 
uct just as Armour does. His enterprise 
has given encouragemént to farmers to 
raise hogs, fof which they now get 3% to 4 
cents.on foot.” > — 

Coming to the stock question, Colonel 
Pendleton continued: 

“This whole region used to be devoted 
to stock, but the conditions“have changed, 
and what was. possible years ago when 
there were immense tracts of land unset- 
tled, becomes impossible as people’ come 
nearer to each other. The sheep walks under 
the old style are now practically confined 
to three counties, If sheep raising is to be 
continued it must be under the new condi- 
tions, which means Hmitation of their walks 
and shelter for the winter. As the country

The distance is 100 miles, The 
people of Fernandina have already com- 
pleted arrangments for the building of fifty 
miles, and Valdosta will take up the other 
fifty. Captain James W, English, of Atlanta, 
has been down investigating this project. 
The country between Valdosta and Fernan- 
dina abounds in the richest forests of tim- 
ber in the world.’ The road will cost about 
$4000 a mile for construction. Two other 
roads are projected, one on an airline to 
Albany, and the other in a northeasterly 
direction. All of these ventures are to be 
controlled at home, and under no circum- 
stances will be allowed to pass into the 
hands of adverse parties. 

“The people of Valdosta and Lowndes 
county are almost wholly Georgians of 
colonial descent who came westward from 
the coast to the rich lands of this section, 
I hope to see good words for us in The Con- 
stitution,” said Mr. Peeples, as he cordially 
grasped your correspondent’s hand on party 
ing. ‘‘We are always giad to greet strangers 
in Valdosta and never permit them to leave 
without a good impression of both the place 
and the people,”’

A Savory Chicken Pie. 

To make a nice, savory chicken potpie, 
take a medium size fowl and cut it as for 
fricasseeing, put in a large stew pan, cut a 
small onion in very thin slices, and put it 
in the pan with the chicken, season well 
with salt and three or four crushed pepper 
corns. Cover with cold water and set on 
a slow fire. If the chicken is not fat add 
a little sweet butter or a few dices of lard- 
ing pork. Let the chicken cook slowly till 
tender, then make the dumplings, fhe fol- 
lowing is Mrs. Charles Rohde’s recipe for 
dumplings, which never get Redvy: TS 
one quart of sifted flour add three heaping 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and: half @ 
teaspoonful of salt- Mix these ingredients 
well with the flour, add a heaping tea- 
spoonful of butter, which should be worked 
into the flour with the hands. When this 
is done add enough ice cold water to make 
a very light dough. Flour the pastry board, 
roll the dough out three-quarters of an inch 
thick, cut in square or round shapes, lay 
the dumplings in a dripping pan half an 
inch apart, cover with gravy from the 
chicken, stand in a quick oven» and bake 
till done, Remove the chicken from the 
stew pan, lay the pieces nicely on a hot 
platter, thicken the gravy, put the dump- 
lings on a platter round the chicken, sprin- 
kie some finely chopped parsiey over it,

SAID TO HAVE FIRED A HOTEL 


It Ie Alleged That He Was Hired To 
Burn the Building by the Proprietor, 
Who Wanted the Insurance. 


Macon, Ga., April 5.—(Special:)}—A rather 
sensational arrest occurred here this after- 
noon about 1 o’clock. Chief of Police But- 
mer arrested Joe Tierney, ex-clerk of the 
Park hotel, on a warrant sent from North 
Carolina charging him with arson, in 
that he burned a hotel owned by a man 
named Nelson, or Kelley, situated either in 
or near Henderson, N. C. The property 
was insured for about $14,000. It was burnt 
at night, and ‘was completely destroyed. 
The guests barely escaped with their lives. 

It is said that the warrant on which 
Tierney was arrested was sworn out by 
@ fire insurance company. The fire hap- 
pened about two years ago, and why it is 
that Tierney has just been arrested is a 
mystery, unless his whereabouts were un- 
known. It is reported that Tierney was 
hired to burn the hotel, so the insurance 
money could be obtained. The proprietor 
is said to be in Michigan at present. Tier- 
ney was originally from New York state. 
He came to Macon several months ago, 
and was engaged by Jack Clancey as clerk 
at the Park hotel. Tierney is a young man, 
about twenty-five years old, intelligent and 
dresses well. He has made quite a number 
of friends during his stay in the city. He 
denies his guilt, and says he knows noth- 
ing as to the cause of the burning. He 
states that he was simply on a visit, and 
was not employed at the Henderson hotel 
when it burned. He says he escaped in 
his night cicthes from the burning build- 
ing, and barely saved his life. He claims 
that he has never tried to hide himself 
from- any one, and was at Asheville the 
mext year after the fire. He was greatly 
surprised when arrested by Chief Butner 
today, and says he will return to North 
Carolina without a requisition. Tierney is 
held pending instructions from North Caro- 
lina. He has not been locked up in the 
barracks or jail, but has been kept at the 
Park hotel all day, and tonight is in charge 
of a policeman. 

Recently, Jack Clancey gave up the Park 
hotel to go to Augusta, and Tierney has no 
connection with the house now as clerk. 
Tierney is paying the expenses of the 
guard who watches him tonight. Other. 
wise, he would have to occupy a cell in 
the barracks.

Tip Mauldin’s Marder Avenged by the 
- Negro’s Death, 


HE SAYS HE WAS CONJURED INTO IT 


A Root Doctor Puta Spell on Him, and 
Caused Him To Kill the Con- 
stable. 


Quitman, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—At 
11:24 o’clock this morning, the trap was 
sprung that launched Jerry Jeffreys into 
eternity and avenged the murder of Con- 
stable Tip Mauldin, who was shot down 
by him on the public highway last De- 
cember. The negro met his fate with won- 
derful nerve and expressed himself as 
having made his peace with God, and being 
anxious to get out bf his trouble. The

hanging passed off without a hitch or 
unfortunate feature from the time Sheriff 
Conoly sprung the trap until the doctors 


| pronounced the murderer dead. 


At about 11 o’clock the mee. 2: &. 
Thrower, pastor of the Methodist church 
here, arrived and asked Jerry a few ques- 
tions as to his condition. The negro spoke 


and acted as if he was thoroughly resigned 
and thhad no dread of the future. The ne- 
gro was then brought out of his cell and 
as he knelt on the jail floor the preacher 
sent up an earnest prayer in his behalf. 
Jeffreys walked upon the scaffold without 
assistance and as he stood there, was 
asked what he had-to say before dying. 
His reply was probably as straight a 
statement as was ever uttered on the gal- 
lows: 

“T want to tell you men,” he said, ‘what 
brought this trouble on me. A little while 
before I shot Mr. Mauldin, I had a fuss 
with a young negro. We had a fight and 
I cut him. He got mad and said he was 
going to kill me. He didn’t get a chance 
to kill me and went and paid a root doc- 
tor $3 to put me in trouble, and this root 
doctor made me shoot Mr. Mauldin. This 
is the whole truth, men. This root doctor 
worked on me and got me into trouble by 
making me shoot Dr. Mauldin.’’ 

The negro seemed thoroughly in earnest 


on to doubt but he died believing the 
hoodoo doctor was the cause of all. his 
troubles. The negro’s death seemed to be 
painless. The drop was 742 feet and an ex- 
amination after he was cut down showed 
his neck to be broken. The drop fell at 
11:24: o’clock, and at 11:46 Drs. Lucas, 
Gaulden and Humphreys, who were pres- 
ent, pronounced him dead. é 

Jeffreys was a young negro about 
twenty-two years old. There was a big 
crowd of negroes in town, but all were 
quiet and orderly. 

The Story of the Crime. 

Jeffries was one of two brothers who 
lived in the turpentine fields of Brooks 
county, and was reputed to be one of the 
most lawless and desperate characters in 
that section of the country. He and his 
brother rarely ever worked, but were 
known among the negroes of that section 
as sharpers. They preyed upon the honest 
hard-working negro, and when pay day 
came around, or one of them was seen with 
a dollar, he fell a victim to the Jeffries 
boys and their associates at the crap-game 
or cards. 

One of the most intimate associates of 
the Jeffriees negroes was Wave Pike, an- 
other worthless character, a character as 
desperate and dangerous as the swamps 
of Georgia ever produced. Like the Jef- 
fries negroes, he was worthless, fearless 
and always ready for a row. During the 
latter part of last year Bailiff Mauldin, one 
of the best known and most popular men 
of Brooks ‘county, was given a warrant 
calling for the arrest of a negro charged 
with stealing a pig. The bailiff sought the 
negro at one of the turpentine mills, where 
he was in the habit of loafing, and at the 
mill came’in contact with quite a number 
of negroes who were not at work. In the 
crowd there was an abundance of liquor 
and when Bailiff Mauldin asked where the 
negro he wanted was, one of the Jeffries 
negroes replied that he could not get him. 
One of the Jeffries negroes was armed with 
a repeating rifle, and the other had a 
pistol. The one carrying the rifle leveled 
it at the officer and told him to leave. 
Bailiff Mauldin made some reply to the 
demand, and asked the negroes not to in. 
terfere with him in the discharge of his 
duties. Jeffries pointed the gun right at 
the officer and told him if he did not go 
there would be a dead man in that vicinity 
soon. Seeing that it was useless to attempt 
to effect the capture of the man he wanted, 
the bailiff turned to ride away, the negroes 
all yelling at him derisively. He had gone 
but a few steps when Jeffries, egged on 
by the shouts of his companions, pulled the 
trigger, and the bailiff dropped dead. 

Swearing Revenge. 

The killing was a cold-blooded murder. 
and when it reached the ears of the peo- 
ple of Quitman there was great indignation, 
and every attempt was made to capture 
the Jeffries boys, but the two negroes man- 
aged to keep out of the way of the officers 
successfully until a short time . before 
Christmas, when they were captured by 
Mr. Isom, a long-time friend of the bailiff 
and were carried to Quitman and jailed 
Both negroes were popular with their race, 
and when it became known that the Jeffries 
had been captured by Mr. Isom, who lived 
in’ that section of the county, all of their 
hatred turned toward him, and his life 
was threatened more than once. But Mr. 
Isom paid no attention to the threats. 

Wave Pike, the close friend of the Jef- 
fries, however, remembered what be had 
sworn to do—-get even with Isom—and two 
days before Christmas he kept his promise, 
On that day he was in Quitman, and while 
there came in contact with Mr. Isom, with 
whom he had some conversation. In reach. 
ing his home, Mr. Isom had to travel about 
ten or twelve miles through the same coun- 
try over the same road Pike traveled. He 
reached his home about dark, and, after 
putting his horse and buggy up, started 
up the road to the home of his father, 
about a quarter of a mile distant. On the 
way, and while walking beside his brother- 
in-law, in the big road, two or three ne- 
groes came riding down the road in full 
gallop, Mr. Isom attempted to jump out 
of the way of the horse, but the rider; who 
was Pike, appeared bent on riding jhim 
down. 

Pike Kills Isom. ’ 

“Don’t run over me, Pike,’’ called out 
Mr. Isom, recognizing the negro. 


He fired 
at Mr. Isom, who was almost under his 
horse’s feet, and the ball went straight 
to the mark, Mr. Isom dropping dead in 
his tracks. 

It wasn’t long before the cold-blooded 
assassination was known all around, and

country for Pike. The negroes rose in op- 


position, and swore that he should not be 
taken. The white men, armed, swore that 
Pike should be found, and for three days 
the section of the county was in a state 
of turmoil. The governor took cognizance 
of the situation and ordered dut a company 
of the state militia, but before it had reach- 
ed the scene the good people of the county 
had taken hold of the matter and secured 
an adjustment. 

The search for Pike was most thorough 
and complete, but he was never captured. 
There was for a while an opinion prevalent 
that he had been found in the woods ®y 
some of the searchers, and that he haée@ 
been left ‘there, but no evidence of the 
correctness of that theory was ever secur- 
ed. During the racket. which followed the 
killing of Mauldin by Jeffries, several lives 
were lost in Brooks county, ‘and yesterday 
when Jeffries was hung, his hanging was 
only a partial payment: of the murders he 
and his conduct caused. 


NOT AT ALL EXCITED. 


Richard Gates Met His Death in a 
Cool Way. 

LaGrange, Ga., April 5.—(Special.)—Rich- 
ard Gates, the negro convicted at the 
November term of Troup superior court 
for the killing of Lee Sledge, colored, was 
hanged here today by Captain E. M. 
Henderson, the sheriff of this county. The 
condemned negro met his fate with a cool- 
ness that was indeed remarkable, and until 
the very last moment, when the trap fell, 
he was giving directions about different 
matters, About two thousand people, 
nearly all negroes, had come in from differ- 
ent places, expecting to see the execu- 
tion, , 

In just fifteen minutes after the trap 
fell the physicians pronounced Gates dead. 
His death was very easy. Just before the 
execution he offered up a touching prayer, 
after which he assured those present that 
he was going to heaven. There were only 
a few admitted in the enclosure, the hang- 
ing being private. 

One Neck Spared. 

Asheville, N. C., April 5. The governor 
has commuted the sentence of Billy Mce- 
Daniel, sentenced to be hanged April 12th, 
for murder, to imprisonment for life. 

Escaped the Gallows. 

Charleston, W. Va., April 5.—Governor 
McCorkle today commuted the death sen- 
tence of Daniel Shawn, who was convicted 
of the murder of his brother-in-law in 
Hampshire county, to life imprisonment in 
the state penitentiary, The murder was a 
most aggravated one.

CAN MANDAMUS? 


Governor Carr Is Advised That He 
Was on the Wrong Track. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 5.—(Special.)—Attor- 
ney General Osborne this afternoon replied 
to Governor Carr’s official letter regarding 
the mortgage law. After investigation, he 
finds that no such proceeding can be in. 
stituted as a state against the secretary of 
state to prevent him from publishing the 
bill. The action would have to be brought 
in behalf of the state with the governor 
as the relator of the plaintiff and the at- 
torney general as counsel. The attorney 
general says: “There is, in my opinion, 
nothing which requires us to bring proceed- 
ings in any court to nullify an act of 
the legislature, whether legally passed or 
not. But I do find authority in our own 
state for a proceeding of another charac- 
ter which may effect the desired purpose 
and afford a remedy to our own people 
against the infamous outrage that has been 
perpetrated against them.”’ . 

The proceeding suggested is in the’ na- 
ture of a mandamus. ‘There is nothing to 
prevent your excellency, as a citizen, in 
behalf of all other citizens, from bringing 
this action, and, if you will permit me 
to go beyond my duties as your legal ad- 
viser, I take this opportunity to say that 
you, as our most prominent citizen, are the 
proper person to do so.”’

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A Wige Policy. 

There jis abundant wisdom in the 
policy which the democrats of Illinois 
have adopted. It is so wise, indeed, so 
thoroughly grounded in common sense, 
that we have no hesitation in commend- 
ing it to the democrats of Georgia and 
of the whole country. 

The democrats of Illinois propose to 
harmonize at once such differences as 
may exist among the members of their 
organization. Instead of waiting a 
year for the purpose of making a 
declaration on the money question, they 
propose to assemble the party in con- 
vention and make an official declaration 
a year before the national campaign be- 
gins, so that all differences in the party 
may be disposed of and settled. 

There are many reasons why this 
policy is the wisest that could be sug- 
gested at this time. To begin with, the 
national party will have to go into the 
campaign next year handicapped by the 
fact that the democratic president de- 
liberately repudiated the democratic 
platform, using his personal influence 
and the patronage of his office to pre- 
vent congress from redeeming the 
pledge which the party made to the peo- 
ple to restore silver to its old place as 
a part of the standard money of the 
country. 

This is a very serious matter. In or- 
der to have any hope or chance of suc- 
cess, the party will have to demonstrate 
to the voters of the country that it is 
thoroughly in earnest in its purpose to 
make both gold and silver the standard 
money of the country. The people must 
be assured, in advance, that the prom- 
ises made to them will not be violated. 
Otherwise any new pledges that the 
party may make will be received with 
no more confidence than the declaration 
of an individual who has made himself 
notorious by violating his pledges. 

We do not know any better way for 
the party to restore itself to the con- 
fidence of the honest voters of the coun- 
try than that which has been devised 
by the democrats of Illinois. The con- 
vention which they propose to hold will 
settle the question as to the attitude of 
the democratic voters of that state to- 
ward the financial issue. If they are 
for the British gold standard, they will 
say so. If they are in favor of the free, 
unlimited’ and independent’ coinage of 
silver, they will make a declaration to 
that effect. If they choose to dodge or 
evade the issue by equivocation or by 
waiting for an impossible international 
agreement, the people will have fair no- 
tice. 

But, whatever declaration is made, 
the atmosphere will be cleared, and the 
harmony of the party will be restored. 
Democrats who may not endorse the 
position officially taken by the party, 
will drop away, and men in other parties 
who approve it will come in to take 
their places. The organization will be 
unified and harmonized, and it is hardly 
necessary to say that unity and har- 
mony are necessary to any*party which 
has principles behind’ it and a career 
before it. 

In pursuance of that wise policy, the 
democratic state commitfee has decided 
to call a state convention to be held at 
Springfield on the 4th of June. In is- 
suing the call the democratic voters of 
the state are urged to turn out at the 
coufity conventiOns so that whatever 
action the state convention may take 
shall represent the wishes and desires of 
the people. We do not have the slightest 
doubt as to the result, but, whatever 
the result, it will provide the basis for 
harmony and unity in the next presi- 

So certain are we that the policy 
adopted by the Illinois democrats will 
- prove effective in putting the party on 
its feet before the country that we 
should be glad to see it adopted in all 
the states. We should be glad to see it 
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. it is 
important to the party itself and to the 
people at large that the public should 
know before the national campaign be- 
gins precisely the nature of the official 
utterance that the organization is to 
make on the most vital of all issues— 
the money question, The postponement 
of that utterance can only weaken demo- 
cratic chances of success. 


‘Dividing at the Threshold of Organi- 
: R. 


We made some comments yesterday on 
the manly stand taken by Colonel Guy- 
ton McLendon. He is a goldbug, but 
he makes no pretense of believing that 
the democratic party will declare against 
the free coinage of silver and in favor 
of the British gold standard. He is a 
protectionist, but he makes no pretense 
of believing that the democratic party 
will retreat from the position taken at 
Chicago in favor of a tariff for revenue. 

Therefore, Colonel McLendon makes 
his own convictions his political plat- 
form and declares that he will support 
for president in 1896 the man who is in 
favor of the single gold standard and in 
favor of the protection of American in- 
dustries. 

There is abundant evidence to show 
that Colonel McLendon does not stand 
alone in this matter. Colonel W. M. 
Hammond, of Thomasville, expresses his 
views as boldly as Colonel McLendon 
has done. Talking to Mr. W. E. Curtis, 
of The Chicago Record, Colonel Ham- 
mond declared that “there will be de- 
velopments in the next six months that 
will bring together those of both parties 
who agree on sound money and protec- 
tion, not only here, but all over the 
country.” 

This is, of course, a clear declaration 
to the effect that the goldbugs of the 
south—those who have been applauding 
Clevelandism with so much vehemence— 
propose to unite with the eastern repub- 
licans in behalf of goldbugism and pro- 
tection. There is a hint, too, that ne- 
gotiations have already begun—and this 
may explain the presence of Governor 
MeKinley in Thomasville. 

It will be observed that there is no 
hedging or dodging on the part of Colo- 
nel McLendon and Colonel Hammond. 
They are not fighting the democratic 
party in ambush. They do not propose 
to remain in the party for the purpose 
of betraying it. On the contrary, they 


give due notice that they do not stand 


on the democratic platform of free coin- 
age and that they do not intend to sup- 
port any candidate who stands on it. 

We commend the courage of these 
men to the goldbugs who still pretend 
to be democrats, but are using every 
means in their power to divide the par- 
ty and destroy it. In politics, as in 
other things, honesty is the best policy, 
and courage is admirable even though it 
be employed to back up views that are 
wrong in principle and dangerous to 
the body politic. 

But in forming their goldbug party in 
southern Georgia, what do Colonel Mc- 
Lendon and Colonel Hammond propose 
to do with the tariff-reform-or-bust fel- 
lows who happen to be leading lights of 
the movement to force republican finan- 
cial doctrine on the democratic party of 
the south? We observe that The Ma- 
con Telegraph, which has been pushing 
the goldbug campaign in Georgia with 
considerable unction and enthusiasm, is 
somewhat disturbed over the declara- 
tion of the goldbug leaders of south 
Georgia in favor of protection. We are 
of the opinion, however, that the dis- 
turbance in the mind of our contem- 
porary is due less to the declaration of 
Messrs. McLendon and Hammond in 
favor of protection than to the fact that 
such a declaration is calculated to create 
division among the brethren. The gold- 
bug element in Georgia is small, at best, 
and if it is to be divided on the tariff 
issue it will be a short-lived affair. 

That division, as we have seen, has 


already occurred. The only way in 


which it can be patched up is for those 
who are trying to hold on to the tariff 
plank of the platform to turn it loose 
before they gét splinters in their hands. 
The sign and seal of republicanism is 
its financial doctrine, and the men who 
accept these doctrines are republicans, 
no matter what their tariff views may 
be. In this view of the case, it will not 
be long before the people of Georgia 
will see those goldbugs who have been 
preaching tariff reform get on the re- 
publican ;platform with those candid 
gentlemen who have declared for the 
British gold standard and protection. 

Those who propose to embrace the 
most vital and important republican 
principle—the demonetization of silver 
in the interest of the gold gamblers and 
the money sharks—might as well go the 
whole hog.

The New President, 

The selection by the Ladies’ Aid As- 
sociation of the Grady Hospital of Mrs. 
Robert J. Lowry for the presidency, is

A Slap in the Face. 

In courteous and diplomatic language 
the British foreign office now informs 
Minister Bayard that the interference 
of the United States in the boundary 
dispute between Venezuela and England 
will not be tolerated by the latter coun- 
try. In plain. English, we are notified 
that England will manage the affair in 
her own way, and we are politely re- 
quested to mind our own business. 

Now, the question is, what shall we 
do about it? We have espoused the 
cause of Venezuela. -Several presidents 
have tried to induce England to submit 
her boundary claim to arbitration, and 
the last congress adopted Mr. Living- 
ston’s joint resolution requesting the ad- 
ministration to urge Great Britain to 
agree to this mode of settlement, thus 
giving the sanction of the legislative 
branch of our government to the efforts 
of the executive to adjust the question 
in a shape that will protect the rights 
of our sister republic. | 

In view of these facts, it must be ad- 
mitted that the situation is critical. A 
fight may occur any day between the 
British and Venezuelan outposts if. the 
former should make a forward move. 
What shall we do if the British proceed 
to seize and occupy another strip of dis- 
puted territory? Undoubtedly, we are 
under obligations to uphold the Monroe 
doctrine, even to the extent of forcibly 
opposing England’s acquisition of any 
more of Venezuela’s domain. 

This is not a party question. Leading 
democrats and republicans will back the 
administration in carrying out the policy 
to which our country has been pledged 
for the past three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, and the people are with them. Our 
Washington advices state that Mr. 


Cleveland aud Mr. Gresham are serious-— 


ly coneerned, and that they may, on ac- 
count of the action of congress, feel war- 
ranted in ordering a naval demonstra- 
tion in Venezuelan waters if the British 
insist upon the withdrawal of the 
Venezuelan outposts in the disputed ter- 
ritory. The hope is expressed, however, 
that before matters are carried too. far 
diplomatic negotiations between Great 
Britain and the United States may lead 
to an amicable settlement. 

Of course the tories among us will 
now make a strong effort to persuade 
the administration to turn the other 
cheek to Great Britain and back down 
in the most precipitate and abject man- 
ner. 

But what do the plain American peo- 
ple think about it? Will they have 
nothing to say if Uncle Sam retires to 
his back yard as.soon as John Bull be- 
gins to bluster? 
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The Cotton Problem. 

The Sampson Democrat, published at 
Clinton, N. C., calls attention to an ar- 
ticle from Rev. J. L. Stewart, an ex- 
perienced planter, in which the sugges- 
tion is made that our cotton growers 
should become the purchasers of cotton 
whenever the market price falls below 
the cost of production.’ 

Mr. Stewart urges the formation of 
county and state societies of planters 
organized to buy cotton for fall delivery 
when they deem {it necessary. He says: 


When a member enters he furnishes the 
proper officer with a verified statement of 
the average annual amount of his cotton 
production for, say, the last five years; 
when it is decided to buy, each member is 
to buy a certain number of bales in pro- 
portion to his averaged production, and en- 
ter into a written contract to that effect, 
in which he stipulates to reduce his pro- 
duction by the amount purchased, and in 
case of a breach of such contract on his 
part to forfeit all right of membership. Of 
course each member would be expected to 
place in the treasury the money to make 
such purchase. These matters are all to be 
regulated by the by-laws. 

Here is his argument in favor of deal- 


ing in futures: 

A cotton grower of fair intelligence can 
today sit down and calculate with reason- 
able certainty the number of bales of cot- 
ton he will put on the market next fall, and 
its cost per bale to him, and in the same 
way of the entire prospective crop and its 
cost. The commercial world is now offering 
to deliver to him next fall the cotton at a 
less price than it will cost him to make it. 
Why not buy instead of produce, for the 
simplest and best reason, because it costs 
him less? 

Suppose he buys at $25 per bale and it 
will cost him $30 to 
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If he has produced it, he 
nd so indefinitely. But the 
point is, if he has purchased a bale, one 
bale less has been produced, and that, all 


admit, would tend to send up the price, for, 
notice, he shall not buy and produce both 
without limit but so far as he buys he shall 
not produce. 


The plan outlined by Mr. Stewart has 
been quietly discussed for some time 
past, but while it has some earnest ad- 
vocates ‘the general opinion seems to 
be that it would be very unprofitable to 
our farmers. ‘The price of cotton is not 
regulated by supply and demand, but 
by speculative combinations and cor- 
ners on a large scale backed by hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. If our 
southern planters should take @ notion 
to buy very largely in futures for fall 
delivery, the probability is that the cot- 
ton kings of Liverpool and New York 
would combine together and fix prices in 
a way that would make our people 
very much dissatisfied with their invest- 
ment, 

Upor the whole, our farmers would do 
better to rely upon diversified crops and 
close economy. If they try to gamble 
in futures they will find themselves in 
very deep water. 
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The way for the democrats to get to- 
gether is to hold conventions on the Illinois 
plan, and weed the goldbugs out. 


The same party cannot hold the gold- 
bugs and the free coinage men, They won't 
mix, 
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No tory element is needed in the demo- 
cratic party. That element will disappear 
when the goldbugs are weeded out. 
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Spring was inclined to warm up a little. 
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The blithe little birds should keep: a

The Illinois plan should be tried in Geor- 
gia. 
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Some of the more conscientious goldbugs 
do not hesitate to say that they are ready 
to get out of the democratic party. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


This war between China and Japan has 
not been such a tremendous affair com- 
pared with some of the conflicts with which 
we are familiar. Thus far five divisions of 
Japanese troops have been dispatched to 
China, aggregating at the time of depart- 
ure 87,000 soldiers. At the outside not more 
than 43,000 have taken part in anything 
like serious fighting.

The surgeon general of the United States 
army, General George M. Sternberg, is in 
the city, the guest of the Kimball. 

General Sternberg is a man of note, While 
his career has been an active one within 
the lines of his calling, he has, neverthe- 
less, found opportunity to make valuable 
additions to the literature of his profession. 

He had just graduated from the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, at New York. 
when the war broke out, and he entered 
the army as an assistant surgeon in May. 
1861. He was taken prisoner after the first 
battle of Bull Run while ministering to the 
wounded on the field, but succeeded in 
escaping in less than ten days. After this 
he served as assistant medical director in 
the department of the gulf until January, 


1364, and during the next two years he. 


was stationed in Ohio, after which he 
filled government posts in various parts 
of the country. 

He has been very active in his branch 
of the army serviee, for he was at Fort 
Harker, Kan., at the time of the cholera 
epidemic in 1867, and at Fort Varancas, 
Fla., during the yellow fever epidemic od 
1878-75. In 1879 he went to Havana as a 
member of the yellow fever commission of 
the national board of health. In 188 he 
was a delegate to the international confer- 
ence in Rome, and in 1887 he was detailed 
by President Cleveland to make a series of 
exhaustive investigations upon the merits 
of the method practiced in Mexico and 
Brazil for preventing yellow fever by in 
oculation. He has since that time been 
stationed in Baltimore and New York. 

Dr. Sternberg’s scientific labor, more 
especially his researches relating to disease 
germs, has received wide recognition both 
at home and abroad. He is a member, ac- 
tive and honorary, of scientific societies of 
this country, of London, of Rome and Rio 
de Janeiro. 

General Sternberg spent last evening at 
Fort McPherson with Colonel Kellogg and 
Major Hubbard, surgeon of the post. 


Mr. J. B. Lewis, a New York merchant.

fairs in the Empire State. 

“The machine republicans,” said he, “are 
very sore on the treatment they are re- 
ceiving from Mayor Strong, and it looks 
very much as if the result may be a serious 
split in the republican party. They are 
in the throes of success just now, and 
anybody who watches the carger of the 
last congress knows what that @means. The 
straight-out republicans thinkfthey ought 
to have everything there is in the way of! 
offices, while the fact is they are getting 
next to nothing at all. They are particu- 
larly bitter in their criticisms up at Albany 
and if there is any way Platt and his 
crowd can get square with Strong, or turn 
him down, they are sure to do it. Gover. 
nor Morton is sticking very cleverly to the 
top of the fence, because he has a thorough 
appreciation of the situation and also be- 
cause he Has a very iarge amount of de- 
sire to pose as a presidential candidate, 
and he don’t want to make any enemies. 
If it came to a show-down, the chances 
are that he would atick to Platt, but, if 
he can possibly do so, he is going to keep 
on the fence right where he is. The gover- 
nor is pretty old, but he hasn’t lived for 
nothing. Strange as it may seem, he really 
believes that he is good presidential tim- 
ber, and he 4s coaching himself with that 
possibility in view. Before they get through 
with it, there may be some very lively de- 
velopments in this New York row.” 


Mr. Arthur Bennett, artist and newspaper 
man and florseman, who is at the Aragon, 
is watching the telegraphic reports from 
the New York legislature with interest. 

‘The eyes of the sporting people of the 
country,” said he, ‘fare just now on the 
racing bill which is before the New York 
legislature. It is a bil regulating racing 
and betting. and will doubtless mean a 
great deal to the horsemen of this coun- 
try and the theusands of people who enjoy 
that sport. The new feature which it in- 
troduces is the English betting system. 
Under that, all bets are controlled by the 
American Jockey Club, and a person, in 
order to buy pools on a race, must either be 
a member of that club or must have as his 
commissioner some one who is a member. 
The public has no chance at the books. 
I doubt very much if the system could ever 
be made popular in this country, because 
It does in 
Fngland, where almost all the betting— 
in fact all of it—is done by the rich 
people who are members of Tattersalls. It 
is different in this country. Everybody 
here who patronizes racing patronizes the 
bookies, and the round-about methods pro- 
posed would not satisfy them aft all. The 
reguit will be injurious to the sport in 
New York, and will unquestionably werk 
an injury to the men who have thir 
money invested in it.’’ 


Mr. J. G. Franklin, a Kentuckian. whe 
passed through from the east yesterday 
on his way to New Orleans, talked about 
Breckinridge. 

“Breckinridge is by no means dead mp 
in our section,” said he. “He may never 
be able to secure an office for himself again 
but I would not be surprised if he were 
able to defeat Joe Blackburn for the senate.

Jim Blaine had 
the right idea. i never voted for him for 
president, but I wish I had. His ideas were 
brovedly American; he believed that the 
United States should sustain the closest 
relations, offensive and defensive, with the 
people of Central ang South America—in 
fact with all the people on this side of the 
big pond That’s my doctrine, and it’s 
growing. A good, lively fight with Spain 
would strengthen that idea and would be 
of vast benefit to this country right now. 
Put me down for war.”

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A BOND ELECTION. 
An Ordinance Providing for one Will Be 
Introdaced in Council. 


WILL COME UP AT NEY? MEETING 


Mr. Hugh Inman Gives His Views 
on the Proposed Issue. 


CITY OFFICIATS ARE ALL FOR IT 


A Number of Councilmen Express Them- 
selves Concerning the Bonds~The 
Details of the Proposition. 


Atlanta will, in all probability, increase 
her bonded debt $100,000 within the next 
few months. 

The bonds are to be issued for the pur- 
pose of securing money with which to com- 
plete the Boys’ High school, and to lay 
water mains in sections of the city where 
there is no water supply. 

Some months ego Mr. Welch, the’ senior 
member of the general council from the 
second ward, introduced a resolution in 
the general council, calling for the making 
of $400,000 of new city bonds to be known 
as general improvement bonds. In present- 


parent that the finance committee rad 
found every dollar the city might hope to 
find for the year, and that there were 
many things which the weal of the city 
demanded that could not be obtained on 
the income as asceriained. He referred to 
the unfinished condition of the Boys’ 
High school, the want of some 
important sewers, some of which had been 
commenced but could not be completed, 
and the necessity of more water mains 
and declared that the issue of $400,000 of 
bonds would not only accomplish that 
work, but would enable tke city to go on 
with the building of the two bridges, the 
Broad street bridge and the Alabama 
street bridge. 

The paper went to the finance committee, 
where it rested for quite awhile and where 
it was freely and frequently discussed, The 
discussions brought the amount of the 
bonds down considerably and the last 
time the finance committee gave the mat- 
ter a consideration $200,000 was the amount 
talked of. The finance committee, howev- 
er, could not see its way clear to reccom- 
mend the bonds and the paper had laid 
dormant since until a day or two ago when 
Mr. Hugh T. Inman, chairman of the 
finance committee, and Mr. Welch talked 
the matter over. In the meantime the 
members of the board of water commis- 
sionerS and the members of the board of 
education had been pulling after the finance 
committee for more money with which to 
build more water mains and to complete 
the Boys’ High school. The two branches 
of the city government were especially 
pressing in their demands for more money 
but the finance committee could not find 
a place from which to secure a dollar for 
the purpose. Mr. Inman went deep into 
the matter and after.a long conference 
With members of the board of water com- 
missioners was satisfied that $50,000 to $60,- 
00) expended in new water mains would 
bring the city enough money to pay the 
interest on a debt of $100,000. The truth of 
that declaration was thoroughly establish- 
ed and then Mr, Inman consulted other 
members of the finance committee. Some 
of them wanted the amount increased but 
Mr. Inmah wes satisfied that $100,000 would 
meet the pressing demands of the éGity and 
that the interest on the amount could be 
readily made by the increase in the re- 
ceipts by the water board every year. 

So at the next meeting of council there 
will be presented a resolution authorizing 
the issuing of $100,000 of new bonds to. be 
known as improvement bonds, the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of said bonds to be used 
in the completion of the Boys’ High school 
building and the laying of more water 
mains. ne 

Mr. Inman Talks. 

“When the resolution was first intro- 
duced,”’ said Mr. Inman, “‘calling for $400,- 
0 of improvement bonds, 1 was opposed 
to it. I did not think Atlanta needed that 
much money and did not believe in incur. 
ring the debt. Then I could not see any 
Way to pay the interest on a debt of that 
kind without increasing the interest ac- 
count of the city. Gradually the amount 
of the bonds desirefll was reduced but I 
Was unable to see My way clear. to 
$200,000. I have been convinced, however, 
that Atlanta can add $100,000 to her bonded

Water Board Happy. 

The members of the water board are ju- 
bilant over what they think a strong pos- 
sibility that the bonds will be ordered. 
Judge Hillyer, president of the board, is 
now in Augusta, but one of the most prom- 
inent mémbers of the board—one who has 
given the waver supply of Atlanta a care- 
ful and thorough study—speaking of the 
matter yesterday said: 

“I am more than pleased that there is a 
bright prospect for the bonds. No one out- 
side of the board and the water works 
office have any idea of the constant and 
persistent demand for a water supply 
where thcre are no pipes and where water 
cannot be supplied. In all sections of the 
city there are calls for water, but the board 
is helpless pecause it is penniless. Out 
towards the seventh ward the people may 
be said in sone sections to be suffering for 
water and the instant the mains are allow- 
ed to penetrate that section of the city 
the water bills will be larger than ever. 
We are ali pleased over the prospect and 
we all will turn our hands and work for 
the bonds as soon as authority for the mak- 
ing is secured. We are only too glad of the 
chance.”’ 

“Not only as a member of the finance 
committee but as a citizen of Atlanta and 
the representative of the seventh ward 
in general council I should like to see the 


bonds -issued,’’ said Councilman Nelms. 


“When the matter was first suggested I 
was a little apprehensive and I made a 
investigation of the situation. I 
foupd that the city can issue bonds to a 
greater amount than the _ $100,000, the 
amount I believe they are seeking in this 
matter without viclating any clause of 
the charter. As a member of the finance 
committee I shall act with that committee 
in recommending the issuing of the bonds 
if that course be decided upon.” 

Mr. Welch, of the second, in speaking of 
the matter, is very conservative, as he 
always is. 

“You see,’ said he, “I recognize the 
right of the general council to order the 
election for the $100,000 of bonds. In fact, 
we all know that the city’s charter will 
permit the increase of the bonded debt that 
amount. Now I am glad that the people 
may be given a chance on the question of 
bonds, for if they vote to authorize the 
issue of that amount, then the responsi- 
bility will be taken from the council and 


the vote cause the bonds.’’ 
Wants the School Completed. 


Captain J. C. Hendrix, chairman of the 
building committee of the board of educa- 
tion, is quite enthusiastic over the possi- 
bility of having an election ordered. He 
has been working hard for the completion 
of the Boys’ High school since it was 
started and now says that he thinks there 
are hopes of its completion. 

“Why,’’ said he, “since I have heard 
that there is a possibility of the matter 
coming before the general council in good 
Shape, I have been delighted. I felt sure 
when the matter was brought home to the 
members of the finance committee that 
they would pull it through for us. It has 
been shown that the increased receipts on 
the waterworks will more than pay the 
interest on the entire debt. Now I can 
show, too, that the money the city pays 
out for rent for the building for the Boys’ 
High school will more than pay the inter- 
est on the part of the money needed for 
the completion of the Boys’ High school. 
We need only $35,000, and we are paying 
more. money in the way of rent’ than 
would pay the interest on that sum. Yes, 
nearly twice over. Then in addition to 
that the condition of the building the 
boys are now occupying is anything but 
wholesome or thealthy. It is wholly unfit- 
ted for the purpose to which it-is being 
and then again our lease on it 
ends this session, and I doubt if we can 
get it again.

Editor Stein, of The Looking Glass, 
Arrested Yesterday Afternoon. 

Mr. Orth H. Stein, editor of The Looking

Financial Gossip. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

In looking about for tangible evidence 
of betterment in the railroad situation, what 
gauge is more significant than earnings? 
Two large western systems made their re- 
turns Wednesday for March and results 
were of a character that failed utterly to 
support the claims or verify the predictions 
of improvement. 

The roads in question were the St. Paul 
and Rock Island. The former the fourth 
week earned $131,000 less than a year ago, 
$249,000 less than in 1893 and $217,000 less than 
in the corresponding week of 1892, The lat- 
ter comparisons show, of course, how busi- 
ness has contracted from normal] times. 

Rock Island’s revenues last month ag- 
gregated $1,198,000, a decrease of $314,000. 
This is a better foundation for the com- 
plaint of bad business on the part of its 
Officials than for the claim that the com- 
pany’s earnings have been gradually bene- 
fited by its extension into Texas. Both in the 
case of Rock Island and St. Paul, however. 
the causes that explain the .remarkable 
shrinkage in earnings are the same, de- 
pression in business, crop failures and 50 
cent wheat. 

Dullness was the only feature until the 
last hour when the speculative tone, under 
the influence of a decline in Reading and 
Jersey Central, because heavy, final prices 
showing a slight loss for the day. 

Manhattan was the one standard stock 
that scored a pronounced advance, 2% 
points on 3,000 shares, a fact which evolved 
the theory of developments in the rapid 
transit situation ‘favorable to the company. 
We regard Manhattan as one of the best 
properties on the list, but what is the use 
of building it or any other stock on lies? 

We asked Mr, Russell Sage if there had 
been any change in its surroundings of a 
nature to explain the rally and he replied: 
“Not at all; it is merely a street move. The 
earnings of the Manhattan are about the 
Same as a year ago.’’ Referring to the gen- 
eral situation Mr, Sage said: ‘“‘Business has 
improved a little, but I look for no boom. 
People are too poor and the country’s buy- 
ing power is too greatly curtailed by the 
price of products,” 

As might be expected the weakness of the 
coalers was accompanied by adverse reports 
as to the condition of the trade and the 
status of the negotiations for a settlement 
of the anthracite difficulties. Something 
definite will undoubtedly be given out on 
this subject within a few days. Meanwhile 
it is worth noting that the trade situation 
is without improvement. 

A fact of significance in this direction is 
the continued making of contracts at low 
prices. Only yesterday one of the largest 
gas companies in this city contracted for 
50,000 tons of anthracite at the lowest price 
it ever paid. Of the conditions which have 
led to the present unfortunate state of af- 
fairs, Messrs, Dow, Jones & Co. say: 

“One of the causes of the demoralization 
in the anthracite coal trade is to be found 
in the statistical position of the industry. 
It will be remembered that the year 1894 was 
inaugurated by radical] restriction, placing 
the trade on a solid footing for spring busi- 
ness and rendering it possible to secure 
the fair prices of the summer. Up to March

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


The Cash Demand Has a Stimulating 
Effect on Futures. 


Chicago, Ill., April 5.—Yesterday’s cash 
Wheat business was still bearing fruit this 
morning at the opening of the market for 
that grain.

Corn—There was but a light trade in corn, 
the small receipts—sixty cars—deterring 
professionals from selling short, but the 
country orders to buy not arriving in the 
number which the movement would seem 
to justify, May corn opened at 46%c, sold 
between 46%@47c and 46%c, closing at 46%c— 
ic higher than yesterday. Cash corn was 
firm without being noticeably changed in 
value. 

Oats were firm. The strength was by 
virtue of the higher wheat market, and 
not to be* ascribed to individual considera- 
tions. The prospect of rain was unfavora- 
ble to buyers, although the elevator people 
were taking some. Cash oats were un- 
changed. 

Provisions—Changing from May into the 
more distant months was the main feature 
of the product business today. Commis- 
sion houses, generally speaking, were buy- 
ers early, and Armour’s brokers appeared 
to want ribs. Before the close the selling 
desire seemed to take possession of the ma- 
jority, and the demand not having any 
vigor in it, prices declined all around. May 
pork closed 12%4c lower, May lard- 2'4c 
lower and May ribs 5@7\¢c lower.

Chicago, April 5.—The good cash business 
reported at New York and Chicago yester-

“He Gives Something About the Plans o! 
‘the Compsany—Gives Some Figures 
as to the Road’s Indebtedness. 


President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern railway, gives a pleasing account of the 
finances of that company. 

‘He says the company has no floating in- 
‘debtedness; has $5,000,000 on hand for bet- 
terments and permanent improvements, 
and is ¢arning more than its interest. 

Mr. Spencer is just now one of the most 
interesting figures-in the American rail- 
road world, and his views on railroad mat- 
ters in the south are of great value. He 
was ‘n Cincinnati a couple of days ago, re- 
turning to Washington from his recent trip 
to Atlanta, and he told the reporter of The 
Enquirer some interesting 


southern railroading. 

“We purchased three millions-or very 
nearly three millions—of the Cincinnati ex- 
tension bonds for the purpose of acquiring 
“the lease of the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific,” said Mr. Spencer, in 
answer to the reporter's question. “Henry 
A. Taylor and his associates, or the Cin- 
cinrati, Hamilton and Dayton party, as 
they are called, own a slight majority of 
the bonds, and they control the lease of 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific and the stock of the Alabama Great 
Southern. All that we ask for is proper rep- 
resentation in the management, in view of 
the interests we have there.” 

“How has this been denied you?’ 

“We have not a single director on the 
board of either company, and representa- 
tion has been denied us on purely technical 
grounds. The matter is now in the court 
of appeals, and we are awaiting the de- 
cision.” 

“Have you any one representing your in- 
terests in Cincinnati, in the matter of se- 
curing the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific lease?” 

“No; when we have anything to say or 
do, we do it officially, and all of the inti- 
mations or charges that we have employed 
Someone to speak or act for us here are 
untrue. We expect that through fore- 
closure by order of the court of the Cin- 
cinnati extension bonds and the sale of the 
securities pledged as collateral for these 
bonds, our interests will be protected. 
We will be a bidaer to protect our invest- 
ment, and if the property is sold at a rea- 
sonable price we desire to purchase the se- 
curities which control the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific lease, and also 
represent a majority of stock in the Ala- 
bama Great Southern.”’ 

Who Owns the Southern Rallway? 

“What is the Southern Railway Compa- 
ny—who owns it?’ 

“J. P. Morgan & Co., and their associates 
own more of it than any one else.’’ 

“It has been said that your house was 
only interested to the extent of half a mil- 
lion or so as commission for reorganizing 
the property?” 

“That statement shows what it is that 
prompts these reports. Public sentiment is 
being created here against our acquiring 
the lease. The Southern Railway Company 
has 4,500 miles of track. It reaches from 
Greemiville, Miss., to Washington, D. ©, 
and to. Brunswick, Ga. It is:composed of the 
old East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
with its auxiliary properties, and their 
bonds have been assumed by the Southern 
Railway Company. The old Richmond and 
West Point Terminal properties are also 
included in our system.” 

Financial Conditions. 

“What about financial conditions?’ 

“The bonded indebtedness of all the ac- 
quired properties has been scaled down 
over 340,000,000. Our bonded debt is $100,000,- 
000, but of this amount $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 
has been reserved for improvements. This 
scaling down lias ht our fixed charges 
well within the net earning poWer of the 
properties, even in these times of severe 
depression. We have ho floating indebted- 
ness, and have $5,000.000 on hand for better- 
ments and permanent improvements, and 
we are now earning more than our in- 
terest.”’ 

As to Policy. 

“What would be ycur policy toward the 
Cincinnati Southern if you get control?’ 

“We are able to contribute more business 
to the Cincinnati Southern at Chattanooga 
for Cincinnati and points north than any 
other system in the south. We-can, and 
will, distribute the products of the north 
and northwest, shipped through Cincinnati, 
throughout a larger southern territory 
then all other systems combined.

CUT RATERS OUT OF FLORIDA. 
‘The Plant and the Florida Central 
Are Said To Be Slashing. 
Jacksonville, Fia., April 5.—(Special,)— 


The competition between the Florida Cen- 
tral and Peninsular railroad and the Plant 


-system, Which has been very sharp ever 


since the former built the Air-Line and in- 
vaded the Plant territory and the latter re- 
taliated by absorbing the Florida Southern 
and other lines tributary to the Florida 
‘Central and Peninsular, has developed into 
a rate war for the hotel help going north. 
The Plant system first made a scoop of the 
Royal Poinciana help. Sixty of these peo- 
ple had agreed to go via the Florida Cen- 
tral and Peninsular, but by some means 
they were induced to change their minds 
and go via the Plant system. This enraged 
the Florida Central and Peninsular people- 
They accused the Plant people of cutting 
rates and they began to slash, The origi- 
nal rate agreed upon to New York was $14, 
but the Florida Central and Peninsular cut 
it to $9.50 and secured the Ponce de Leon 
help after the Plant agents thought they 
had a “cinch” on them. It is said the rate 
will be cut to $7.50 tomorrow. Each road 
blames the other and it is difficult to decide 
which started it. It is said that the war 
has also extended to western business and 
that there is wholesale slashing to Cincin- 
nati, Chicago, St. Louis and other western 


points.

Commission Met Yesterday. 

The finance committee of the board of 
county commissioners met yesterday morn- 
ing, Chairman Thompson presiding, 

It was understood that in addition to pass- 
ing up, the regular monthly payroll there 
would be some action regarding the Carr 
trial, which igs to occur next week before 


Ordinary Calhoun. 

At the last meeting of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners, Solicitor Charles D. Hill 
appeared before the members and spoke re- 
garding this trial. He stated to the mem- 
bers that it would be absolutely necessary 
for the state to have expert testimony to 
offset that which the defense would intro- 


duce. 

The solicitor stated that there had been 
some misunderstanding as to the pay of the 
doctors in the first trial of Carr, and he 
wanted to know if he was authorized to go 
ahead and secure the testimony of physi- 
clans with the understanding that their time 
was to be paid for, He stated that they 
could be compelled to testify, but that they 
could not be compelled to go to the jail and 
make an examination as to Carr’s condition, 

County Attorney Rosser, who was pres- 
ent at the time, said that the ordinary 
could meet the expenses of the court and 
draw on the county commissioners, He 
stated that in his opinion this was the law 
on the question. Ordinary Calhoun stated, 
however, that he did not believe he had the 
right to do this.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORRCAST 


From the observations made by the 
weather bureau last night, it was seen that 
there was an anti-cyclonic area extending 
ovér the entire Atlantic coast states, 
From the coast westward the barometric 
pressure steadily decreased, accompanied 
by increasing cloudiness, and centered in 
a cycloric area over the Missouri valley.

Mr. Plant an- 
nounced that he had instituted a system- 
atic method collecting materials for the 
display through his many agents. He is- 
sued a circlular letter, addressed to the 
agents, in which he instructed all of them 
te collect and send to him anything that 
would make an interesting addition to the 
display of the Plant system. 

Mr. D. H. Elliott came to Atlanta, se- 
lected a site for the Plant company’s build- 
ing, advertised for bids for its construc- 
tion, which bids were opened some time 
ago, and announced to the exposition offi- 
cials that he would see to it that the Plant 
company had one of the finest exhibitions 
that would be seen on the . exposition 
grounds. 

The exposition company was immensely 
pleased with the marked interest shown 
in the exposition by Mr. Plant and were 
much gratified at the assurances of Mr. 
Elliott concerning the character and scope 
of the exhibit. 

Yesterday, ‘however, {President Collier 
received a letter from Mr, Elliott, stating 
that the extent of the display of the Plant 
company had grown to such proportions 
as to make it imperatively necessary for 
the company to put up a new building 
for the accommodation of that part of 
the exhibit which could not be stored in 
the’ building the contract for which has 
already been let, and asking that a site 
be set apart for the new building. 

This is a significant straw, strongly and 
powerfully illustrating the great and rapid 
growth of the exposition. Less than four 
months ago Mr. Plant had not decided to 
exhibit; now he asks for space for a sec- 
ond building one hundred feet square. 

President Collier read the letter at a 
meeting of the executive board yesterday 
afternoon, and the matter was referred to 
him for action. He will assign the nec- 
essary space to the Plant system for the 
additional building.»

Some designs by Mr. Luther Steiringer, 
the eminent electrician, for splendid elec- 
trical effects at the grounds were present- 
ed by Mr. H. M. Atkinson, chairman of 
the committee on electricity, and after be- 
ing discussed were referred to the com- 
mittee to be again reported on at the next 
meeting. 

Mr. Steiringer has been very busy for a 
week past preparing a great scheme for 
electrical effects at night. His plan sub- 
mitted yesterday was on a very elaborate 
scale ana, if adopted, will give to the ex- 
position finer elgctrical displays than were 
seen at Chicago.

An Enthusiastic Meeting of Manufactorers : 
Held Yesterday. 


MAJOR HANSON MADE A STIRRING SPEECH 


A Meeting Has Been Called for May 8th, 
in Atlanta—Ex-Governor Bullock 
Was Elected Chairman. 


~~ 


An enthusiastic meeting of manufactur- 
ers was held yesterday morning at the 
Chamber of Commerce and a committee 
was appointed looking toward the forms 
tion of a Georgia association of manufact- 
urers, a call for which was issued on 
March 22d, signed by a number of the 
most prominent manufacturers in the state. 

Mr. T. H. Martin, acting secretary of 
the proposed association, called the meet- 
ing to order and nominated ex-Governor 
Rufus B. Bullock as chairman. He was 
elected and assumed charge. 

Acting Secretary Martin then read a re- 
port which he had prepared. In the report 
he was exceedingly thorough. He began 
by stating that the national convention 
of the manufacturers’ association met this 
year in Cincinnati, and that the object and 
purpose of the association were best ex- 
pressed in five words—united action for 
mutual benefit. 

Mr. Martin explained that there were 
three plans suggested for the complete or- 
ganization of a national association. The 
first plan was that individual manufact- 
urers should hold membership in the na- 
tional association; the second suggestion 
was that the national association should 
select a vice president from each state, 
and instruct these vice presidents to or- 
ganize state «associations; and the dthird 
plan was thic the national association 
should be con.posed of all state or local 
manufacturers’ associations or clubs already 
im existence or to be organized. It was 
finally decided that the organization should 
be through state or local organizations, and 
an article looking to this end was put into 
the constitution of the national associa- 
tion, which thus becomes an association 
of associations. 

“The vice president selected in Georgia,” 
said Mr. Martin, ‘“‘was Major J. F. Hanson, 
of Macon, Ga., representing the Bibb Man- 
ufacturing Company. By him I.was re- 
quested to assist in the matter of organi- 
zation, and after consulting several lead- 
ing manufacturers decided to send out a 
circular letter suggesting such an associa- 
tion for Georgia, and outlining its purposes. 

“The principal reasons for such an or- 
ganization that were urged in the circular 
were, the mutual benefit that would result 
from extended acquaintance and _ . inter- 
change of ideas; the collection and compila- 
tion of reliable statistics and special in- 
formation Tor the use of members; manu- 
facturers through such an organization 
could concentrate their influence upon work 
and policies in which they have a common 
interest; having a material interest in the 
welfare of the state, such an organization 
would discourage sensational or unwise 
methods in the promotion of industry; such 
an organization would prove the strength 
and importance of manufacturing indus- 
tries already established in Georgia, and 
the serious attention of capital; and last, 
the voice of its conventions, going beyond 
the borders of the state, would command 
such an organization could secure member- 
ship in and co-operate with the national 
association.”’ 

This call was signed by Major Hanson, 
Colonel J. W. Robertson, Martin F, Amo- 
‘rous, J. D. Turner, T. EB. Golden, Louis 
Newelt, F. Ballantyne and Jacob Elsas. 

Major Hanson’s Strong Speech. 

At fhe conclusion of the report of the 
secretary Mr. Jack J. Hastings was elected 
secretary of the meeting. Major Hanson 
then obtained the floor and addressed the 
meeting. 

“It is no doubt true,” said Major Hanson, 
“that there will be differences of opinion 
among the manufacturers on various sub- 
jects and the different moves proposed. 
Therefore, I think it unwise to forestall 
the action of the state convention. 

“There are two suggestidns, however, 
which I think that I can make with perfect 
propriety. I believe that it will be the uni- 
versal testimony of Georgia manufactur- 
ers that the supreme necessity of the hour 
is organization, and the plan suggested is 
perfectly feasible. I would suggest that 
there be compiled a list of all the manu- 
facturers in the state, and to have all the 
names indexed and printed in book form. 

“This done, work could be begun toward 
having all the manufacturers make a com- 
bined exhibit of their products at the ex- 
position. The interests I represent would 
be, I am quite sure, perfectly willing to 
contribute to a building.for that purpose. 
I find in looking over the list of names 
received in answer to the circulars that 
there are many kinds of manufacturers of 
which I had not heard as being located in 
the state. The indexing of all the names 
would be a help to the merchants of Geor- 
gia, for I believe that many of them, with 


the same prices offered to them, would buy | 


from home manufacturers if they knew 
that there were such manufactories in ex- 
istence.’’ 

Major Hanson was applauded vigorously 
at the conclusion of his stirring remarks. 
A letter was then read from Colonel Rob- 
_ertson, of Habersham, who was unable to 
attend on account of the illness of a mem- 
ber of his family.

SUITS AGAINST THE SOUTHERN. 


Attorneys Asking Litigants to With- 
draw if Costs Are Paid. 

Nothing definite has yet resulted in the 
movement to remove the great obstacle of 
litigation against the Southern railroad. for 
the alleged obstruction of streets in the 
reighborhood of the chops, 

Since the appointment of a special com- 
mittee by the citizens’ mass meeting the 
work of appealing to the litigants to with- 
Craw their suits from the courts has been 
steadily preceeding. “ 
‘ Yesterday Colonel Thomas, the leading 
attorney in working up the suits,was carry: 
ing around a paper asking his clients to 
sign it, agreeing to withdraw ‘their sults 
for damage against the company on the 
condition that the railroad pay the attor- 
reys’ fees and court costs, 

Many of the litigants had already agreed 
to such a proposition, and it was nothing 
but a matter of form to get them to sign 
such a paper, 

The litigants would have gladly with- 
drawn their suits, and severa] of them so 
stated at the meeting of the citizens, with- 
out a condition, but the lawyers who had 
filed the suits held to their claim for fees, 
it is said, and. this induced the litgants 
who were anxious to pull out of the mu@- 
dle to stipulate that they would withdraw 
on condition that the railroad settle all fees 
charged by the attorneys and other court 
costs, 

As many of the cases were never tried— 
only two having gone to trial—it is probable 
that the costs will not amount to much, 
but the lawyers’ fees will run up to a large 
sum, 

Nearly all of the suits against the rail- 
road were on terms between the lawyer and 
the client that unless damages were obtain- 
ed no fee was to be paid the lawyer. But, 
before seeing the cases withdrawn from 
the: courts the lawyers demand that they 
be paid by the railroad company. Their 
fees will be considerable. 

The list of suifS already on docket aggre- 
vate a claim for more than $650,000, and 
even if the lawyers get only 10 per cent of 
this amount, which is usually charged for 
collections, it is seen that the road will have 
to ante $5,000 for the right to proceed in the 
construction of its shops on ground that 
belongs to it. 

It is not indicated quite clearly by the 
present condition of affairs what is going 
to be the outcome of the trouble. The rail- 
road has said that it will not build its new 
shops on the Atlanta site until it has been 
cleared of such encumbrance, and yet the 
plans have all béen made and the work is 
ready to proceed with the new shops the 
minute that the lawsuits are out of the way 
and the trouble is ended. 


HEROES IN GRAY. 


Preparations Have Already Commenc- 
ed. for the 26th of April. 

Memorial Day in Atlanta has always 

been observed with peculiar and patriotic 


interest, and to the old veterans who fought 


under General Lee it is more than a com- 
mon anniversary; to them it is sa°~ed—a 
day set apart to the memory of their com- 
rades—the Sabbath of the year. 

It is not likely that the day will ceage 
to be observed as long as the sons of con- 
federate soldiers delight to recount the 
heroism of their brave sires. - 

Preparations have already conrmmenced 
for the observance of Memorial Day in 
Atlanta this year, and the occasion will 
be, in many respects, one of the most 
notable since the war. The military or- 
ganizations of the city have all announced 
their intention to join in the street parade 
and the mystic brotherhoods will also, as 
usual, take & part in the procession.

They have 
not as yet agreed upon an orator, but as 
soon as they do the announcement will be 
made in The Constitution. It is not the 
intention of the veterans to secure an ora- 
tor of national reputation, but one who, 
by reason of his strong and sympathetic 
love for the south and the cause of her 
brave heroes, can do full justice to the 
occasion.

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THERE WILL BE A MEETING MONDAY 


A Committee of Prominent Citizens Has 
Been Appointed—Mr. T. C. De Leon 
Makes a Strong Talk. 


At the Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
forenoon a meeting of a number of At- 
lanta’s business men was held and the idea 
of having a carnival pageant for the open- 
ing day of the exposition was discussed.

The meeting yesterday was called to order 
by Captain A. J. gVest, who made a ringing 
speech. He told of the hard times which 
had attacked Atlanta, though not so severe- 
ly as they had other cities, last year, It was 
then, he said, that the citizens of Atlanta 
met together for the purpose of devising 
some plan by which prosperity and a rise 
in values might be kept in front of Atlanta’s 
people. The exposition was determined upon. 
He thought now that there should be some 
fitting ceremony and celebration for the 
opening of the exposition and believed that 
a carnival pageant was probably the best 
feature that could be had. Captain West 
then asked for nominations for a chairman 
of the meeting. 

Mr. T. B. Felder was elected chairman of 
the meeting and Mr. Julian Harris was se- 
lected to act as secretary. 

Mr. Will H. Black obtained the floor, He 
Stated that he had in his possession a char- 
ter under which the carnival company could 
operate if it so desired, He explained that 
he obtained a charter for the last carnival 
company, but that it was not needed and 
that he would turn it over to the chairman. 
The capital stock was put at $10,000 in the 
charter and the shares at $100 each. The 
charter was accepted. 

Mr. Joseph H. Johnson, Sr., suggested 
that the charter be amended so as to make 
the price of the shares $10 each. Mr. John- 
son and Mr. Black were appointed a com- 
mittee to have this matter looked after. 

Mr. T. C. DeLeon, of Mobile, was present 
and was called upon to elaborate upon the 
carnival idea, as he had a large experience 
in this line of work and had been at the 
head of several carnivals which had gone 
through successfully. 

His suggestions were all splendid, He 
said that what was wanted wasra brilliant 
affair, but that it must be a carnival with 
an individuality. In other words, the carni- 
val must relate to Atlanta and to Georgia 
and should be arranged so as to show the 
different epochs and historical events in the 
state’s history and in the growth of the city. 
Mr. DeLeon said that a carnival without 
sume purpose was apt to be unappreciated; 
that i twas too bewildering and left the ob- 
server without a tangible something by 
which to recall the floats or even the scene. 
He thought that a carnival creditable to the 
city and to the exposition could be arranged 
for $15,000. 

“If there is to be a carnival,” said Mr- 
DeLeon, ‘“‘work should be begun at once. 
Five months is none too long. The floats 
must be designed after the subjects are se- 
lected.’’ 

A Committee Appointed. 

Mr. Sam Wiikes moved that a committee 
be appointed to meet with the amusement 
committee of the exposition-and look into 
the matter and arrive at a speedy decision.
